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Not all students of military history are likely to 
azvee with the contention of Gen. Homer Lea, made in 
an article in Harper’s Weekly, that, “although in some 
instanees naval victories may produce conditions that 
will tend to hasten the conclusion of a war, such a state 
of national weakness is problematical. If the entire 
American Navy should suddenly be destroyed in a storm 
or war, it would have no effect whatsoever upon the 

ernment of the Republic,-upon its resources of power.” 

General Tea will study carefully the utterances of 
vitish statesmen of the present time and of the past 
-ntury he will see that they demand an overwhelming 
navy because of the dependence of the country upon 
imported foods and the necessity of keeping open the 
channels of international trade. The history of the mill 
districts of England is instructive on this point. The 
mere blockade of the Southern ports in the Civil War, 
preventing the exportation of cotton, caused the most 
intense distress to hundreds of thousands of English 
people, a distress so deep and widespread. as to suggest 
the blight of a famine or pestilence. Just what the end 
vould have been for the English working classes if the 
blockade had continued a year longer it is hard to 
imagine, but if Henry Ward Beecher were alive he could 
tell of the fierce opposition which his speeches for the 
Union encountered in those districts of England which 
were suffering from the effects of the stoppage of cotton 
supplies. ‘The Civil War also offers another illustra- 
tion of the paralyzing effect on a country of the naval 
supremacy of its enemy. It will not be seriously ques- 
tioned that the most effective blow struck at the fighting 
efficiency of the South was the closing of its ports. The 
instant this was done the currency of the South lost 
its purchasing power. ‘The staple of the South became 
as nothing. The source of all outside supplies no longer 
existed. The section was turned back upon itself, and, 
not being strong both in agriculture and manufacturing, 
it was unable to supply itself with the ammunition, 
ordnance and other equipment necessary for its troops. 

England occupies a position almost the exact opposite 
of the South. It is as strong in manufactures as the 
South was in cotton culture, and it is as week in food- 
producing power as the South was weak in manufac- 
tures. More than this, England depends upon imported 
cotton entirely for one of her greatest industries, that 
of cotton goods manufacture. In 1900 Great Britain 
possessed nearly one-half of all the cotton spindles of 
the world, the exact figures being 100,728,000 for the 
whole world and 45,400,000 for Great Britain. The 
whole of continental Europe operated only 32,500,000. 
The enormous cotton industry, which is one of the bul- 
warks of Great Britain’s commerce, is concentrated 
about Lancashire, in a district whose area is about fifty 
per cent. greater than that of the state of Rhode Island. 
Now, let us imagine England to lose the control of the 
sea in a war, and with that to come the complete 
stoppage of cotton importation. Then let the mind draw 
a picture of the distress which would prevail in a section 
somewhat larger than our smallest state, in which nearly 
fifty million spindles would be idle, and the hundreds of 
thousands of people dependent upon them for a living 
would be thrown out of work. On top of that place 
the shortage of food which would result from the cessa- 
tion of the importation of breadstuffs, beef and other 
provisions, and we begin to form an idea of what the 
destruction of its navy would mean to Great Britain. 
England essentially depends upon its foreign trade for 
its wealth. It finds in the exchanging of its manufac- 
tured articles for the food products, etc., of other nations 
its chief business activities. Stop this exchange and the 
mighty England, whose shipping supremacy and trade 
ramifications are the envy and despair of other 





European countries, would become a commercial corpse, 
lacking the life blood of international trade, which now 
circulates so splendidly through its national and colonial 
veins. Some satirical writer not long ago pictured the 
Britisher as eating, wearing and generally using only 
things which came from abroad. Not till one sees such 
a list does one fully realize how dependent England is 
upon its navy, and how what has been called her “race 
for naval supremacy” is really a vitally necessary effort 
to hold a position where she can always keep open the 
channels of international trade, which are the very breath 
of her nostrils. 

Why was it, if warships represent the lowest and 
worst passions of mankind, that during the Hudson- 
Fuiton celebration one fighting ship attracted more atten- 
tion than any other single modern object in New York 
city? How did it happen that thousands of our best 
men and women sought so vigorously to get on board 
the British battleship-cruiser Inflexible that they even 
took chances of being drowned? Does the symbol of the 
“worst of national traits’ thus become a magnet for the 
respectable and worthy elements of our population of 
both sexes? By what law of attraction of opposites did 
it come about that this representative of an organiza- 
tion, which “peace” advocates insist exists only for the 
spilling of blood and the embroiling of nations, was 
able to draw to it vast crowds of intelligent and peace- 
able sightseers? One would have thought, after all the 
frenzied appeals of various leagues and societies, that 
the public would have shunned the formidable looking 
vessel as if it held the germs of some pestilence. But 
quite the contrary. Launches loaded to the gunwales and 
threatening to capsize at any moment plunged about her 
sides in choppy seas in desperate efforts to land their 
passengers upon the warship’s decks. Sometimes there 
was as many as a hundred launches all trying at the 
same time to go alongside. Frequently when one launch 
was discharging its passengers at the gangway other 
launches would bump the fortunate boat alongside, and 
then their occupants would scramble across at the risk 
of falling into the river till the cruiser was reached. 
Often the crush of small boats around the warship was 
so great that an officer with a megaphone had to lean 
over the deck rail and shout a warning from the deck 
that if they didn’t keep off and stop their crushing 
nobody would be allowed on the vessel. The rush on 
Saturdays and Sundays was so overwhelming that ex- 
perienced watermen to this hour cannot understand why 
there was no distressing accident. As we stood on one 
of these crush days upon the deck of the Inflexible and 
looked over her rail, it seemed as if the water was 
black with boats, and that nothing but a miracle could 
prevent a fatal collision or capsizing. (Women braved 
-tumbling seas to go out to the ship, their fears being 
overcome by their desire to explore the wonderful craft. 
It is not too much to say, with due respect to our own 
ships and those of other nations, that the Inflexible was 
the chief vessel of interest on the river after the Cler- 
mont and the Half Moon. 
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Great was the courtesy of the Inflexible’s officers and 
most generous the exhibition of all the mysteries of the 
inner parts of the ship to visitors. One would have 
imagined that with so costly and magnificent a warship 
there would have been some hesitancy about admitting 
the public promiscuously to the very bowels of the vessel, 
but the commanding officer evidently caught the fever 
of good fellowship which infected the city and permitted 
sightseers to descend even to the boiler rooms and the 
bunkers. The privilege was not granted on the Amer- 
ican flagship, Connecticut. the day we were aboard, when 
visitors were not allowed in the engine and boiler rooms. 
From the viewpoint of naval architecture, the Inflexible 
was altogether the most interesting of the fighting craft 
in the Hudson, for it illustrated a combination of cruiser 
and battleship of which, perhaps, the last word has 
not been said. With the barbette armor and with the 
heavy guns of a battleship, she has the speed of a 
passenger greyhound of the sea, and one was deeply 
impressed when standing on her decks and realizing that 
that low-lying mass of steel and iron could hur! itself 
through. the waters at a speed of twenty-seven knots and 
at the same time fire from twelve-inch guns. Of course, 
these fine points about the ship were known to only a 
small proportion of the thousands when they first 
reached her deck and walked with eyes of wonder from 
part to part of the splendid vessel, and to some other 
influence than that of. naval uniqueness must we ascribe 
the wide popularity of the flagship of Sir Admiral Sey- 
mour. The thoughtful student of the elemental forces 
that go to make up nationalities may read in this 
demonstration of which the British ship was the object 
a return for the tremendous reception which Australia, 
England’s far-off daughter, gave to our battleships a 
year ago and the friendship Admiral Seymour showed 
to Admiral Dewey at Manila, and a presage of that 
closer union which a common language and literature 
may effect in the years to come. Meanwhile, we should 
be pleased to receive from our “peace” friends some 
explanation of the remarkable esteem in which the war- 
ships were held by all classes of our citizens during 
the carnival just ended. 
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Under instructions from the War Department, the 
khaki helmets now in the hands of the depot quarter- 
master, Manila, have been issued for experimental pur- 
poses to all troops in the Division of the Philippines,

except Philippine Scouts, under the following conditions: 
The helmets to be issued gratuitiously to enlisted: men 
and to be sold at issue price (40 cents each) to officers. 
Officers to wear on the helmet a band or pugaree, made 
of cotton khaki cloth of the pattern shown on cut fur- 
nished post commanders. It was directed that after the 
helmets are in the hands of troops they will be habitually 
worn by officers and enlisted men for all garrison duty 
save target practice. The term garrison duty is inter- 
preted to include not only the occasions when troops 
are technically on duty in garrison, as at drills and 
other exercises, but also when troops are off duty in the 
garrison, or are on pass. The only occasion in garrison 
when Service hats are authorized is at target practice 
or in going to or returning from same. Careful observa- 
tion will be made of these helmets while in use, with a 
view to obtaining, if possible, sufficient data to settle 
definitely the question whether or not this helmet is 
desirable for use in our Army, in the tropics, in time 
of peace. Particular attention will be paid to the 
durability of the helmet, the protection it affords the 
wearer from the direct rays of the sun and from rain, 
the ventilation it affords, its comfort to the wearer and 
its appearance, as compared to the similar qualities of 
the Service hat. Each organization and post commander 
will, on Dec. 31, 1909, submit to division headquarters 
a full and complete report of this particular type of 
helmet, its suitability for use for garrison wear in the 
tropics in time of peace, the advantages from its use, 
or the objections thereto, and any recommendations he 
may care to make as to alterations in model or material. 
Department commanders will express their views in for- 
warding these reports. Inspectors general will observe 
the helmet in use with a view to rendering reports 
thereon. Officers on duty at division and Department 
headquarters will make an individual report to these 
headquarters, through military channels, along the lines 
above indicate]. 


We would warn the labor unions of the country that 
they are not adding to their reputation for respect for 
law by their attitude toward state troops, as evidenced 
by the protest of labor unions against the participation 
of companies of the National Guard in the German 
day festivities held the other day at Evansville, Ind. 
The officials of the unions wrote to the committee in 
charge of the arrangements saying, according to press 
despatches, that “the militia is organized to fight union 
labor, and nnion workmen should not be asked to march 
behind soldiers.” We should like some labor union 
official to give an instance where Regulars or state 
troops ever fought union workmen except where they were 
participating in disturbances of the peace and violating 
the law. 'The idea that militiamen go around deliberately 
fighting workmen who are conducting themselves prop- 
erly is too absurd to deserve serious attention and 
merits consideration here only because we wish to 
caution the unions that they are virtually telling the 
people of America that members of their organizations 
must be privileged to break the laws and riot as they 
please without the interference of the military. The 
unions evidently do not see that in protesting against 
troops, whose sole and sworn duty is to keep the peace, 
they are laying themselyes open to the imposition of 
tyranny of the worst kind, for if others are to be denied 
the protection of troops in the exercise of their rights, 
the same protection must be withdrawn from workmen. 








The statement in our issue of Oct. 2 that the descrip- 
tion of the battle of Gettysburg by Lieut. Frank A. 
Haskell was brought to life by Major Gen. John A. 
Wiley, National Guard of Pennsylvania, was based upon 
the editcr’s note accompanfing the publication in the 
September Journal of the U.S. Cavalry Association, 
which said that it had been furnished to the editor by 
General Wiley. As the account reached the editor it 
had only the name “Haskell” appended to it, and he 
said that “it appears to have been a reprint from some 
college magazine, as a footnote states that ‘it was written 
by our classmate Haskell.’” General Wiley explained 
to the editer of the Journal who Haskell was. The 
reports of Generals Gibbon and Hancock and others 
after Gettysburg spoke of Haskell’s gallantry and valu- 
able services. Col. John P. Nicholson, of Philadelphia, 
writes us that an edition of the letters of Lieutenant 
Haskell was published at the suggestion of General Han- 
cock in 1867, and the book has been reprinted from time 
to time. 





Using as a text the willingness of the men of the 
Hospital Corps stationed at the General Hospital, near 
Washington, to be inoculated against typhoid to test 
the efficacy of the vaccination theory in that disease, 
the Cleveland Leader says: “The Army rings true every 
time its devotion to duty and its pluck and fortitude are 
put to the proof, in peace as well as in war. It can be 
counted upon always and everywhere.” It says that 
“in the beginning of the tests it was an extremely un- 
pleasant experience to serve as a pioneer in this field 
cf experiment and research. Tt is enough to shake the 


courage of any man to be invited to undergo the injec- 


tion of a culture of the typhoid bacillus, even though 
he be assured that the germs of the disease have been 
rendered practicaly innocuous. If vaccination shall 
prove to be a real preventive of typhoid, the Army of 
this and of other countrics will be entitled to no smail 
amount of credit.” 
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If ever there was cause for just indignation it was 
that expressed by officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and National Guard with the management of the 
so-called “Grand Military and Naval Ball,” given by 
the Albany Burgesses Corps, at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, New York city, on the night of Friday, October 
1. The names of prominent persons appeared on the 
list of various committees, and these included admirals 
of the Navy, generals of the Army and National Guard, 
and some of the best known citizens of the United 
States. With the invitations was enclesed an admittance 
card and another on which was a list of names. 
“Honorary Committee of Life Members” read the line 
across the top of this card. Melville E. Stone was listed 
as the chairman, and in parallel] columns were these 
names: August Belmont, Andrew Carnegie, William A. 
Clark, William E. Corey, Chauncey M. Depew, Admiral 
George Dewey, C. C. Dickinson, John Hays Hammond, 
John H. Hanan, James R. Keene, Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
J. P. Morgan, Levi P. Morton, Gen. E. A. McAlpin, 
William G. McAdoo, Rufus W. Peckham, Admiral Win- 
field S. Schley, Grant B. Schley, Charles M. Schwab, 
George R. Sheldon, James S. Sherman and Dr. W 
Seward Webb. If any of these gentlemen have ever 
accepted honorary membership in the organization they 
should at once request that their names be dropped as 
members. Officers who had received the engraved invita- 
tions that bore the gold seal of the corps, on going to 
the ball, were charged three dollars for a hat check, with 
charges for other things that fairly staggered them. Rear 
Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., felt the imposition 
on visiting officers so much that he sent an aide from 
ship to ship of the foreign fleet to apologize to every 
commander for the incidents of the evening, for the 
Commander-in-Chief believed that in a way he was re- 
sponsible for the presence of the guests from the visiting 
ships. Capt. Albert W. Grant, U.S.N., Chief of Staff 
to Rear Admiral Schroeder, in speaking of the imposi- 
tion on officers. said: “Uniformed officers, after receiving 
formal invitations, paid to get in, paid for getting their 
hats and coats checked, paid for a single flower, in fact 
paid for everything that one would suppose the invitation 
asked them to accept and at prices that were astounding. 
Three dollars to have one’s coat taken care of, a dollar 
for a flower, and everything else in proportion, and a 
fee at the door of three dollars to get inside the place 
to which they had been invited. We could stand the 
humiliation that came to our officers, but it went further 
than that, for, at the request of a committee of three 
men who came to the flagship a few days ago we distrib- 
uted invitations to foreign officers in the visiting war- 
ships. I had a special launch go down the long line, 
supposing that the character of the invitation and the 
well known names appended made everything proper and 
correct.” It is worthy of note that, before the ball, 
glowing notices appeared as to its character in all the 
daily papers, and it was made to appear at first as if 
it was the official ball of the celebration. The Hudson- 
Fulton Commission. however, gave notice that the ball 
had no official connection with the celebration in any 
manner. As to the appearance of his name as chairman 
of the “Honorary Committee.” Melville BE. Stone sent 
a letter to the press, in which he said: “Will you do me 
the favor of saving that such use of my name was 
wholly unauthorized; indeed, it was used without my 
knewledge or consent. I knew nothing of the ball, and 
about as little of the Albany Burgess Corps. Several 
years ago they elected me an honorary life member and 
sent me an illuminated certificate. which I suppose I 
acknowledged with thanks. Beyond that I have had no 
relation with the body.”

The public protest made by Lieut. Comdr. Robert K. 
Crank, U.S.N.. of the battleship Rhode Island, against 
overcharging by the New York boatmen on the Hudson 
River during the Hudson-Fulton celebration at New 
York, and the plea for laws regulating boat tariffs, are 
timely and worthy serious consideration of those who 
have the good name of the city of New York and the 
reputation of the country at heart. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Crank tells of an officer of the Rhode Island 
who had as his guests ashore two officers of H.M.S. 
Edinburgh, and accompanied the visitors to the boat 
landing at 139th street about 2 a.m. A boatman was 
found who agreed to take the officers on board for ten 
dollars, the distance being half a mile. The American 
officer protested against the exorbitant charge, and ex- 
plained that the ordinary charge for taking one person 
to a ship was only fifty cents. The boatman finally 
lowered the price to five dollars, and, as one of the 
British officers was compelled to go aboard to take a 
watch, the figure had to be accepted. The officer of 
the Rhode Island went to the police station and reported 
the facts, only to be told that the police had no anhority 
owing to the absence of Jaws governing boat_tariffs. The 
humitiation experienced by the American officer in thus 
being mulcted, held-up in the presence of foreign officers, 
ean be imagined. The slackness of the laws governing 
the harbor and rivers:of New York is astonishing. The 
holocaust on the steamer General Slocum in 1904 seems 
already to have faded from the public mind. Despite 
the warnings of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL about the 
probable overcrowding of the pleasure boats in the 
harbor during the celebration, nothing was done to safe- 
guard the public. Launches were permitted to leave 
the landings along the North River to take people to 
the warships so heavily loaded as to threaten a capsizing, 
and so recklessly did the skippers of these small boats 
seek for positions ,of advantage alongside the ships 
gangways that they seemed to pay little respect to the 
safety of the passengers. That many were not drowned 
is due more to luck than care. During our visit to the 
Inflexible, when the boatmen were actuated by all the 
rapacity of a holiday, we could not see any police boat 
patrols or any other patrol, and if there were any they 
did little good. There has been a great flourish over 
the counting of passengers on pleasure boats. and the 
public has practically been told that all danger is 
guarded against, but there has not been punishment of 
a single skipper for overcrowding. although no one could 
witness the overcrowding of the boats during the naval 
parade without wondering at the laxity of. the officials. 
‘This is a good time to refer to a conversation we had a 
few years ago in an elevated train shortly after one of 
the greatest catastrophes in the history of water trans- 
portation, with a friend of one of the owners of the 
ill-fated craft. He told us that the owner, early in the 





season, had confided to him that the boat was in rather 
bad shape, but that he intended to work her for all she 


was worth during the summer, and then with the money 
made he would patch her up for the next year; but at 
the time he didn’t have the means to make the repairs 
she required. Then the friend concluded: “The public 
are not treating the company right in condemning it so. 
It didn’t have the money and had to take chances.” 
That part owner of the boat was not called to the 
witness stand in the investigation of the accident, but 
the captain of the ship was sent to prison. 








it was with no little mortification that we learned by 
personal observation that the British officers had to 
lay down rules themselves for the protection of Amer- 
ican visitors against the cupidity of many of the Amer- 
ican boatmen. A faverite trick of the boat “hawks” was 
to sell tickets to go to and return from the warships. 
Once the passengers were unloaded upon the ships, the 
return part of the bargain bothered the boatmen not 
at all. In several instances the jam of visitors who 
were “marooned” by their boatmen and could not get 


back to shore was so great that the boats of the British , 


warships had to be used to land the sightseers. No 
boatman would take persons who did not have his re- 
turn coupon. At last the annoyance became so great 
that the English took a hand and told the boatmen that 
they would have to take anybody back, no matter what 
boat he had come out on, or they would be barred from 
landing any visitors aboard. While we were on board 
we heard an American visitor complain to a British 
officer that he could not get ashore, as no boatman other 
than the one he purchased a ticket from would take 
him. “Go back to him,” said the officer, “and tell him 
tbat if he don’t take you ashore we'll refuse all his 
passengers hereafter.” This brought the czar of the 
small boat to terms. Such a state of affairs should 
not be tolerated. Similar extortion used to be practiced 
at Niagara Falls by hackmen till the law stepped in and 
stopped it. At the state camp at Peekskill, N.Y., the 
rowboat ferrvmen over the Annisville Creek at first 
charged exorbitant rates till the camp authorities in- 
formed them that unless they fixed an unchanging fair 
price they would be prevented from landing at the camp. 
Then when they became ugly some years later and 
wanted to raise the price unwarrantedly, they were told 
that the camp officials might establish its own ferry 
acress. It is admittedly a more difficult matter to regu- 
late rates on water than on land, and as such occasions 
as those of the recent celebration are infrequent the 
pressure of public opinion is not constant enough to 
bring about the necessary laws required for the correc- 
tion of the evils of overcharging. 





If there was one feature of the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration in New York that was painfully conspicuous, 
it was the paucity of good military music. Regiments 
paraded to the strains of the most commonplace tunes, 
and it was not at all a matter of pride for an American 
sitting in the presence of distinguished foreign visitors 
to see a fine regiment file past to the air of “My Wife’s 
Gone to the Country” or “I Wish I Had a Girl.” There 
is no reason for this, since, if it be a matter of false 
patriotism skown in an unwillingness to go outside the 
United States for military tunes, we have a_ sufficient 
repertory in the marches written by John Philip Sousa, 
than whom no composer in the history of music has 
written more stirring and musicianly marches. His 
reputation is international, and our bands would have 
met the occasion worthily if they had played such 
marches as his “Washington Post,” “Stars and Stripes 
Forever,” “El Capitan,” “Bride-Elect,”’ “High School 
Cadet,” “Manhattan Beach,” “National Fencibles” and 
“Liberty Bell,” while even the great French march, 
known as the “Boulanger” march, and internationally 
popular twenty years ago, would have been in keeping 
with the character of the parade. If there is one depart- 
ment of music that just now America is supreme in it 
is march music, and yet we let the opportunity pass 
in order to tickle the ears of the masses with tunes 
more fitted for the Bowery than for a dignified proces- 
sion. Cynical persons are likely to offer the suggestion 
that Sousa will not come into his own at the hands of 
bandmasters till he is dead, on the theory so long held 
that musicians are the most jealous of all artists and 
that every bandmaster thinks that what he has written 
is as good as anything the “March King” has composed. 
Whether professional jealousy has anything to do with 
the ignoring of Sousa’s marches we do not know, but 
the bands of organizations which are under strict mili- 
tary discipline may be compelled to lay aside personal 
feeling on occasions of state. There is such a thing as 
overdoing the national air, and it was a wise provision at 
the inauguration of Mr. Taft that only one band should 
play the “Star-Spangled Banner.” The disposition of 
the bands to play over “My Country, ’Tis of Thee” and 
the “Red, White and Blue” in passing the reviewing 
stand in New York kept the people rising and sitting 
down most of the time, in honor of what they thought 
was a national air. Official designation of one tune as 
the American national anthem does not seem to estab- 
lish it to the exclusion of others, and the public, with 
easy patriotism, let their honors go with their likes. 
The value of every-day common music appeals to some 
persons who are well acquainted with military matters. 





One of the chief general officers of the New York 
National Guard sees nothing improper in the playing of 
“My Wife’s Gone to the Country” at the head of a fine 
regiment. He says a band is valuable to a military 
organization only to the extent that it inspires the men, 
and that as the route of the New York parade was 
iong and wearisome the men needed the inspiration of 
a snappy, stirring tune, no matter whether it was called 
commen. In the Spanish war nothing stirred the 
jungle-worn American soldiers so much as ‘“There’ll be 
a Hot Time in the Old Town To-night” and “On the 
Banks of the Wabash Far Away,” both them popular 
airs. This raises the interesting point whether a mili- 
tary band in parade has not more than one function. It 


“must cheer up the soldiers, please the listening public. 


lend dignity to the occasion and occasionally extend 
honors to a dignitary, as when playing “Hail to the 
Chief” or “See the Conquering Hero Comes.” Which 
of these duties comes first we are not prepared to say 
at this early stage in the introduction of the question, 
but that all have their place there can be no question. 
We recall that Bandmaster Francesco Fanciulli, now 
of New York, when leader of the Marine Band in 


Washington, once got into trouble, which resulted in 
his quitting the organization, because he refused to play 
a certain tune at the orders of the commanding officer 
of the parade, because to the bandmaster the air seemed 
not suited to the funeral occasion. Some may hold 
that the tune necessary to inspirit men on a long 
march on the frontier, such as those of the early seven- 
ties, when the Cavalry bands used to hearten the men 
with the strain of “Garry Owen,” might not be at all 
suitable to a “joy” parade down the streets of a great 
city. There are parades and parades. To a body of 
soldiers parading through their home city on the way 
to war nothing would be more appropriate than the 
“Girl I Left Behind Me,” but in a ceremonial procession 
like that of the Hudson-Fulton military parade in New 
York musicians might think the tune would lose much 
of its sentimental appropriateness, although soldiers may 
say that they would always like to march to that 
familiar air. In New York of late there has been dis- 
cussion relative to the advisability of replacing brass 
with string bands for the park concerts, but in Europe, 
especially in Germany, the military bands are in higher 
favor than ever. The proposal to use stringed instru- 
ments in a park, where there is more or less of disturb- 
ing noises, and where the effort should be to reach 
the largest number of people possible, seems to us to 
be distinctly against the real purposes of these concerts, 
With a string orchestra only a comparatively few could 
hear the music. 





Akin to that wise and proverbial youth who is not 
in doubt as to his parentage is the chief executive of 
his state who knows the national anthem when he hears 
it, in these days of hazy popular ideas as to what is 
the country’s hymn. At the Irish concert in Carnegie 
Hall, New York city, on Sunday evening, Sept. 26, in 
connection with the Hudson-Fulton celebration, the 
audience, toward the close of Victor Herbert’s fantasia 
introducing American airs. arose at the first strains of 
the “Red, White and Blue.” Governor Hughes sat 
motionless in his box, and as the people standing below 
sew him thus they began to drop by dozens into their 
seats, until only a few were left standing. As the situa- 
tion was becoming anything but pleasant for them, the 
orchestra struck up the “Star-Spangled Banner,” and 
then the Governor rose. Governor Hughes is evidently 
not like General Sherman, who could not tell “Yankee 
Doodle” from “Old Hundred” until after the Civil 
War, when he did come to understand ‘Marching 
Through Georgia,” and ever after blamed his auricular 
faculties for subjecting him to outbursts of the latter 
tune every time a band came in sight of him. 





Raphael, the astrologer, predicts for the present month 
of October many troubles for the Navy and accidents 
in warships; important changes in the affairs of the 
great Powers, England, Germany and Austria being 
particularly affected. Indian and African affairs will 
be much disturbed. Halley’s comet, due in 1909-10, is 
a portent of disaster. Raphael advises his disciples 
to avoid females altogether Gct. 6, to avoid them in the 
afternoon of Oct. 9 and 21, and to deal with them only in 
the afternoon on Oct. 11, 16, 25 and 29, and to court and 
marry them in the afternoon of Oct. 12. Do not ask 
favors on Oct. 6 and 21, and only in the afternoon on 
Oct. 4, 14, 23, 24 and 31. Oct. 2, 5, 10, 19 and 20 
are doubtful and uncertain: Oct. 27 is a most unfavor- 
able day, “use great care.” Do not travel on Oct. 6, 
and only in the morning of Oct. 7, 9, 21; only in the 
afternoon of Oct. 11, 16, 18, 25 and 29; in the evening 
of Oct. 14, 25 and 31, and in the morning of Oct. 7, 
9 and 21. Oct. 8, 18 and 30 are good days for taking 
ventures; sell on Oct. 16; don’t speculate. Raphael’s 
advice to keep quiet on Sunday, Oct. 17, might well apply 
to all of the five Sundays of the month, and susceptible 
bachelors will perhaps be safer if they avoid females 
all the days of October, morning, afternoon and night. 





That the speed of the aeroplane militates against its 
practicability is evidenced by the efforts being made to 
bring about lower speed. One of the features of the 
aviation tournament held at Juvisy, France, on Oct. 3, 
was a prize offered for the slowest flight, and the pro- 
moters of the meet expected that this stimulus would 
direct the attention’ of aviators to the necessity of slow- 
ing down their machines. Minister of War Brun, of 
France, was quoted in cable messages, after’ the loss of 
four officers in the recent destruction of the balloon Ré- 
publique, as saying that the dirigible is too vulnerable 
and that it must yield to the aeroplane. However, such 
a view takes too hopeful an outlook upon the future of 
the flying machine, which does not seem justified by its 
performances. The dirigible, as managed by Count 
Zeppelin, has made far better flights than any aeroplane, 
both in distance, height and in control against winds. It 
has carried a large number of passengers and has been 
maneuvered as skilfully and as easily as the aeroplane. 
Some acronauts go so far as to predict that the future 
airship of commercial value will be a combination of 
dirigible and aeroplane. 





Major James F. Case, Chief of the Bureau of Public 
Works in the Philippines, is in Washington to consult 
about future work in the archipelago. He has been 
eutrusted by the insular government with the task of 
constructing 5,000 miles of macadam highway in the 
islands. Last year there were constructed 300 miles of 
roadway from the road fund. By laws increasing this 
fund from year to year, and by making it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by removal from office, for a provincial officer 
to allow the roads in his province to deteriorate, the 
roads are kept up well. The new Manila water system 
supplies 22,500,000 gallons daily from a mountain stream 
whose watershed of 140 square miles has been declared 
a reservation, and so withdrawn from settlement. The 
sewerage system comprises fifty-two miles of sewers, 
ranging from seventy-two to eighty inches in size. The 
sewage is pumped a mile and a quarter out into the sea. 
The pumping stations will handle 25,000,000 gallons 
of sewage a day.

The late Edward H. Harriman, whose death has ex- 
cited so much interest in the financial world, was the 
great-grandson of an Englishman named William Harri- 
man, who came to this country in 1795 with a wife, 
four daughters and four sons, three of whom joined the 
Navy, and all met with tragic deaths at sea.

Neilson, of General Washington’s staff in the Revolution. 
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MOSBY’S MERRY MEN. 


John Singleton Mosby, if depicted as he presented 
himself to the harassed teamsters and the soldiers of 
detached companies of the Union Army during the Civil 
War, would have worn hoofs and horns, but as he is 
described by one of his men, John J. Williamson, in 
“Mosby’s Rangers,” published by Sturgis and Walton 
Company, New York, he appears to be a most amiable 
and likeable gentleman, as well as the most effective 
partisan leader on the Southern side during “the late 
unpleasantness.” Colonel Mosby regarded his mode of 
warfare, so distasteful to his enemies, as just as 
legitimate as that of the Army fighting in their front. 
“T am placed here,” he said, “to annoy them and inter- 
rupt their communication as much as possible. This 
I intend doing, and should I again have an opportunity 
of throwing off a train I will do it, even if I knew my 
own family were upon it.” To destroy supply trains, 
to break up the means of, conveying intelligence and 
thus isolating an army from its base, as well as its 
diferent corps from each other, to confuse plans by 
capturing despatches, he believed to be the legitimate 
objects of partisan warfare, the military value of a 
partisan’s work not being measured by the amount of 
property destroyed, or the number of men killed or cap- 
tured, but by the number he keeps watching. Every 
soldier withdrawn from the front to guard the rear of 
an army is so much taken from its fighting strength. 
We are reminded that an Austrian general, speaking 
of Napoleon I., said indignantly: “This beardless youth 
ought to have been beaten over and over again, for 
whoever saw such tactics? The blockhead knows nothing 
of the rules of war. ‘lo-day he is in our rear, to-morrow 
in our flank, and the next day in our front. Such gross 
violations of the established principles of war are in- 
sulferable.” 3 

Mosby’s command was regularly organized and mus- 
cered into the Confederate service on the same footing 
with other troops, except that being organized under 
the Partisan Ranger Law, an act passed by the Con- 
federate Congress, they were allowed the benefit of the 
law applying to maritime prizes. All cattle and mules 
were turned over to the Confederate Government, but 
horses captured were distributed among the men making 
the capture. ‘The command was composed chiefly of 
young men from Fairfax and the adjoining counties, 
with some Marylanders, many of whom had been ar- 
rested and imprisoned or had suffered inguries and 
what they regarded as injustice at the hands of the 
Federal Government or its Army. A _ large number 
lived in that portion of Virginia and Maryland where 
Mosby was operating, and naturally preferred serving 
with him, as they were kept nearer home and could 
enjoy the privilege of seeing their families. 

**Mosby’s Men,” when not on duty, were mostly scat- 
tered through the counties of Loudoun and Fauquier. 
There were few, indeed, even among the poorest moun- 
taineers, who would refuse shelter and food to Mosby’s 
tangers. Having no camps, they made their homes at 
the farmhouses, especially those along the Blue Ridge 
and Bull Run Mountains. Certain places would be 
designated at which to meet, but if no time or place had 
een named at a former meeting, or if necessary to have 
the command together before a time appointed, couriers 
were despatched through the country, and the men thus 
notified. ; 

The saber was no favorite with Mosby’s men—they 
ijooked upon it as an obsolete weapecn—and very few 
carried carbines. In the stillness of the night the clank- 
ing of the sabers and the rattle of the carbines striking 
against the saddles could be heard for a great distance, 
and would often betray them when moving cautiously in 
the vicinity of the Federal camps. Moving silently 
and dissolving readily into its original elements when 
danger threatened, it was impossible to bring Mosby’s 
command to terms, however large the force sent against 
him. The extent of damage and annoyance he inflicted 
upon the Government forces was great, and he was 
feared and hated accordingly. His methods were thus 
amusingly described by one of his captives, a German 
trooper : 

“You see, der General he kill a sheep unt I put me 
half on my horse, unt as I vash ride along a man he 
put a pistol in my face unt he say: ‘Surrender, you tam 
Putehman!’ Unt I say, ‘Yaas.2. Unt he make me 
gif up my gun, unt my pistol, unt my saber. Den I 
tells him der goovernment sharge me for dem. But he 
would take dem. He only laugh at me.” 

A very important aid to Mosby in his successful at- 
tacks and surprises was the selection of skilful and 
intelligent guides and scouts—men familiar with the 
section of country in which he operated—knowing all 
the little roads and cowpaths: who could creep through 
the dense undergrowth or dark ravines like foxes, un- 
observed, and, if discovered, easily elude pursuit. He 
required few supplies. as he was enabled to live princi- 
pally off captured supply trains, and his men were 
accustomed to sing: 


“When I can shoot my rifle clear, 
At Yankees on the roads, 

I'll bid farewell to rags and tags 
And live on sutlers’ loads.” 


On one oceasion they missed it, for they found when 
it was too late that a box which had been thrown out 
on the ground by the roadside with other boxes and 
trunks containing officers’ baggage, and was passed un- 
noticed, was filled with greenbacks to pay off Sheridan’s 
troops. who came back later and secured the box and 
contents. 

Mr. Williamson’s book, whose sub-title is “A record 
of the operations of the 43d Battalion of Virginia 
Cavalry from its organization to the surrender,” 
abounds in stirring incidents. some of them pathetic 
and others amusing. Of the last we have the story of 
the capture of that Beau Brummel among Union soldiers, 
3rig. Gen. Edwin H. Stoughton, U.S.V., a graduate of 
the Military Aeademy, who was caught. as Samson was, 
in the lap of Delilah. Describing his entrance into 
Stoughton’s quarters on the night of March 8, 1863, 
Colonel Mosby says: 

“There were signs in the room of having been revelry 
in the hovse that night. Some uncorked champagne 
bottles furnished an explanation of the general’s deep 
sleep. He had been entertaining a number of ladies 
from Washington in a style becoming a commanding 
general. The revelers had retired to rest just before 
our arrival, with no suspicion of the danger that was 
hovering over them. The ladies had gone to spend the 
night at a citizen’s house: loud and long, I have been 
told. were the lamentations next morning when they 
heard of the mishap that had befallen the gallant young 
general. He had been caught asleep, gloriously in 


bed, and been spirited off without even bidding them 
good-by. As the general was not awakened by the 
noise we made in entering the room, I walked up to 
his bed and pulled off the covering. But even this did 
not arouse him. He was turned over on his side, snoring 
like one of the Seven Sleepers. With such environments 
1 could not afford to await his convenience or to stand 
on ceremony. So I just pulled up his shirt and gave 
him a spank. Its effect was electric. The brigadier 
rese from his pillow and in an authoritative tone in- 
quired the meaning of this rude intrusion. He had 
not realized that we were not some of his staff. 1 
leaned over and said to him, ‘General, did you ever 
hear of Mosby? ‘Yes,’ he quickly answered, ‘have you 
caught him? ‘No,’ I said, ‘1 am Mosby—he has caught 
you.’ In order to deprive him of all hope I told him 
that Stuart’s Cavalry held the town and that General 
Jackson was at Centreville.” 

Stoughton was then a colonel, but his nomination to 
brigadier general had just been sent to the Senate, and 
was awaiting confirmation. which was long delayed 
owing to this episode. When Mr. Lincoln heard the 
story of the capture he said he did not mind the loss 
of the brigadier, for he could make another in five 
minutes, but the horses captured would have been 
valuable. Mr. Williamson quotes from a volume of 
“Reminiscences” by a Confederate doctor, Dr. Monteiro, 
the following account of the interview with General 
Hancock, by whom the doctor had been captured: 

“T have never met a man for whom I have a higher 
regard or more profound respect than I have, even at 
this date, for General Hancock. I had never before felt 
at all ashamed of my old gray uniform, but when this 
true soldier held my hand and looked kindly and squarely 
into my face and said, in a firm and earnest voice, ‘I 
sympathize with you in what you believe to be a great 
misfortune. You have fought bravely and have nothing 
to be ashamed of. You have, like gallant soldiers, left 
your cause to the god of battles, and the arbitrament 
of the sword has decided against you. Let us once more 
kneel down at the same altar, and be like brothers of 
the same household,’ I felt, I suppose, as the Prodigal 
Son ought to have felt when he dropped the corn husks 
and abandoned his riotous living, to return once more 
to the home of his father. On finding such a man as 
General Hancock, a great leader, an accomplished officer 
and a perfect gentleman, against us, I, for the first 
time, encountered a doubt as to the righteousness of our 
eause. This noble old hero was so kind, considerate and 
gentle in his manner to us, when we had so little to 
expect of him, that he conquered me more effectually 
by his manly sympathy and noble sentiments than could 
have been done by brute force and military despotism.”

ARMY LETTERS FROM AN OFFICER’S WIFE. 


We know of no book that will please Army women 
more than a volume just off the press of D. Appleton 
and Company, New York, entitled, “Army Letters from 
an Officer’s Wife.’ The letter writer is Mrs. Frances 
M. A. Roe, wife of Capt. Fayette W. Roe, U.S.A., re- 
tired, a graduate of the Military Academy (class of 
°71) and a son of the late Rear Admiral F. H. Roe, 
U.S.N. It is dedicated briefly but effectively to “My 
comrade Faye.” ‘The preface says that the letters are 
not imaginary, but “truthful accounts of experiences 
that came into the author’s life with the Army in the 
Far West, whether they be about Indians, desperadoes 
or hunting—-not one little thing has been stolen. They 
are of a life that has passed, as has passed the buffalo 
and the antelope—yes, and the log and adobe quarters 
for the Army.” The letters are pleasantly written, 
without being chatty or formal and stilted. They em- 
brace the period from 1871 to 1888. The book is full 
of deliciously feminine touches, such as the author’s 
unwillingness to kill a wounded buffalo, though urged by 
her husband and Lieutenant Baldwin, ‘and her sliding 
off her horse, contrary to orders of two officers, in the 
midst of a terrific sandstorm, and clasping her arms 
around a picket fence, where she could hang on. In 
September, 1877, the fortune of assignments left the 
author in New Orleans, and for three weeks she and 
her husband lived in the same house intimately with 
Jefferson Davis. The Roes were boarding with the 
niece of Davis in her splendid home. When Mrs. Roe 
went down to dinner the night they were to meet Mr. 
Davis she was very nervous, fearing that something 
unpleasant might happen, especially as her husband was 
determined to go into the dining room “in his very 
bluest, shiniest uniform, looking as if he might be Uncle 
0 himself.” But she tells us there was nothing te 
© 





ar. 
“A tall, thin gentleman came forward to meet 
us, a courtly gentleman of the old Southern school, 
who apparently had: never heard of the Civil War. His 
composure was really disappointing! After greeting me 
with grave dignity, he turned to Faye and grasped his 
hand firmly and cordially, the whole expression of his 
face softening just a little. I have always thought that 
he was deeply moved by once again seeing the Federal 
blue under such friendly circumstances and that old 
memories came surging back, bringing with them the 
almost-forgotten love and respect for the Academy, a 
love that every graduate takes to his grave, whether his 
life be one of honor or of disgrace. One could easily 
have become sentimental, and fancied that he was Oid 
West Point, misled and broken in spirit, admitting in 
dignified silence his defeat and disgrace to Young West 
Point, who, with Uncle Sam’s shoulder straps and brass 
buttons, could be generously oblivious of the misguidance 
and treason of the other. We wondered many times 
whether Jefferson Davis regretted his life. Every warm 
evening after dinner, during the time he was at the 
house, Jefferson Davis and Faye would sit out on the 
grand marble porch and smoke and tell of little inci- 
dents that had occurred at West Point when each had 
been a cadet there. At some of these times they would 
almost touch what was left of a massive pillar at one 
end, that had been shattered and cracked by pieces of 
sheil from United States gunboats, one piece being still 
embedded in the white marble. For Jefferson Davis 
knew that Faye’s father was an officer in the Navy and 
that he had bravely and boldly done his very best toward 
the undoing of the Confederacy: and by his never-failing 
polished courtesy to that father’s son, even when sitting 
by pieces of shell and patched-up walls, the President of 
the Confederacy set an example of dignified self-restraint 
that many a Southern man and woman—particularly 
woman—would do well to follow.’ From these last 
words one may see that Mrs. Roe deemed the women 
the most unreconstructed of all the Southerners. 

If any Army woman is ambitious to become a rifle 
shot she should read Mrs. Roe’s description of how she 
tried to become one. It will shock, we fear, the militant 


suffragette who calls woman man’s equal in everything. 
“Faye was very anxious for me to become a good shot, 
considering it most essential in this Indian country 
(Fort Lyon, Colo.), and to please him I commenced 
practicing soon after we got here. It was hard work 
at first, and I had many a bad headache from the noise 
of the guns. It was all done in a systematic way, too, 
as though I was a soldier at target practice. They 
taught me to use a pistol in various positions while 
standing; then I learned to use it from the saddle, After 
that a four-inch bull’s-eye was often tacked to a tree 
seventy-five paces away and I was given a Spencer 
carbine to shoot (a short magazine rifle used by the 
Cavalry), and many a time I have fired three rounds, 
twenty-one shots in all, at the bull’s-eye, which I was 
expected to hit every time, too. Well, I obligingly fur- 
pished amusement for Faye and Lieutenant Baldwin 
until they asked me to fire a heavy Springfield rifle— 
an Infantry gun. After one shot I politely refused to 
touch the thing again. The noise came near making me 
deaf for life; the big thing rudely kicked me over on 
my back, and the bullet—I expect that ball is still on 
its way to Mars or perhaps the moon. This earth it 
certainly didnot hit.” The volume is illustrated with 
sketches by I. W. Taber, taken from contemporary 
photographs.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Rich in pictures of the life of the aristocracy of the 
eighteenth century that give one charming peeps into 
the foibles and follies of men and women whose names 
often are encountered in the pages of history is the 
volume entitled, “Wits, Beaux and Beauties of the 
Georgian Era,” by John Fyvie, and published by the 
John Lane Company, New York. In the chapter, “A 
Titled Bigamist,” we are told that the character of the 
beautiful, brilliant, vain, proud, wilful, cruel, but always 
fascinating Beatrix, of Thackeray’s “History of Henry 
Esmond,” was, in all probability, based upon the char- 
acter of Elizabeth Chudleigh, Duchess of Kingston, and 
that the same real woman, in her old age, furnished 
hints for the same great writer’s biting sketch of 
Baroness Bernstein in “The Virginians.” The official 
report of her trial before the House of Lords in 1776, 
some of the gossiping memoirs of the time, and “Les 
Aventures Amoureuses,” written by her displaced rival, 
Madame de la Touche, in 1766, were enough, if there 
were nothing else, to furnish Thackeray with sufficient 
material. Another chapter has to do with “A Royal 
Mistress,” no other than Henrietta Howard, Countess 
of Suffolk, but one finds in every chapter, whether about 
a beau or a belle, the attractive element of sentiment, 
romance or passion to hold the attention. 

Henry H. Gibson, editor of the Hardwood Record, is 
the author of a book entitled “Oak Flooring,” its pur- 
pose being to impart accurate information on the subject. 
The growth of oak timber is described, its manufacture 
into lumber, the processes of seasoning, classification of 
grades, etc. The book is a practical text-book covering 
approved methods of laying, scraping and finishing oak 
flooring, with suggestions for its care after it is laid. 
It is well and carefully written, and should prove of 
interest and value to architects, builders, and also users 
of oak as a flooring.

TOURNAMENT AT WICHITA, KAS. 


The comments of the newspapers of Wichita, Kas., 
show how highly the people of this section of the coun- 
try appreciated the presence during the week ending 
Sept. 25 of a force of the Regular Army, which gave 
an exhibition of drills there in connection with the Peer- 
less Prophets’ Jubilee, an annual celebration akin to 
those held every year at St. Louis, Omaha, Kansas City 
and other places. The exhibition was not an official 
tournament, but an incident of the yearly practice march 
required by regulations. ‘The presence of the 7th Cavalry 
and 6th Field Artillery at this time was due to the 
Department commander authorizing the march of both 
regiments so as to bring them to Wichita during jubilee 
week, the itinerary including a stay there for three and 
a half days. 

The program of drills was the result of an arrange- 
ment, between a committee from Wichita and the regi- 
mental commanders, and it turned out to be the most 
notable event that ever took place in that part of the 
country. Over 50, people witnessed it, and half as 
many again were unable to find even a standing place 
where they could see. This large concourse manifested 
so deep an interest that every man, woman and child 
remained in place from the first to last number, from 
2 to 6:30 p.m. The people received a revelation that 
must prove most beneficial to the Service, and which 
bears out fully the wisdom of the War Department’s 
policy to meet the wishes of the communities over the 
country to be given every opportunity to learn something 
of the character and training of the nation’s standing 
Army. 

The tribute paid the individual soldier by the press 
is no exaggeration of public sentiment, and that senti- 
ment has been fully warranted. Further, as we are 
assured, it is no temporary ebulition, but deep-seated, 
and the influence is likely to remain more or less perma- 
nently fixed. It was unfortunate that the visit of the 
troops should have terminated with the shooting of two 
innocent members of Battery D. 6th Field Artillery, by 
two “hold-up” men. The incident, however, brought 
out distinctly, as a result, the sentiment of the people. 
St. Francis Hospital. where the men were taken, hover- 
ing between life and death, reported an average of twenty 
telephone enquiries an hour during three days, and on 
every hand were heard the most kindly expressions of 
regret over the affair and bitter indignation against 
the unknown assassins. ; 

To exchange with the entertainment given by the 
troops, the committee in charge of the military feature 
of the jubilee arranged with the amusement places of 
the city so that there was no charge made anywhere for 
admission of soldiers to theaters, shows or other places 
of amusement, their pass being the United States uni- 
form. This courtesy was fully appreciated by the 
soldiers, and at the end of the three and a half days’ 
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visit the police blotters showed not a single name of 
the 1,000 men comprising the two commands. This is 
in striking contrast to the treatment accorded the 
soldiers at St. Joseph a year ago, during the Official 
tournament there, when our men had to pay their way 
everywhere and were picked up by the police on the 
slightest provocation. To further show their apprecia- 
tion of the entertainment furnished by the Regulars, 
the executive committee of the Peerless Prophets pre- 
sented the mess fund of each battery, troop and band 
with a $50 check. : f , 

The program was prepared with a view to making 
the drills as intelligible as possible to the spectators 
with its simple explanations. The cuts were made from 
photographs taken specially for the purpose at Fort 
Riley by Sergt. F. E. Hughes, Hospital Corps. The 
charge, ten cents, for the program was the only one 
made throughout the grounds, which include a big half- 
mile track and level infield, being wide open to the 
public and no tax for admission made at all. They 
were, moreover, perfectly policed, not a one of the 
enormous crowd being permitted to pass the track en- 
closure. The order of the troops in the parade of Sept. 
25, Lieutenant Colonel Guilfoyle commanding, was as

THE PROJECTILE CARRYING TORPEDO. 


The Examiner of Patents has decided in favor of Comdr. 
Cleland Davis, U.S.N., in the interference proceedings 
that have been pending for many months past as against 
Douglas, a veteran of the Civil War in the naval service. 
Douglas presented testimony to show his invention was 
conceived, drawn and discussed Sept. 5, 1904. The testi- 
mony offered by Davis was to show that he conceived 
the same idea in 1902, discussed it in the spring of 1903 
and reduced it to drawings in May and June, 1907. 
One witness, Frost, testifies that in the spring of 1903 
Davis drew a diagram of a device upon a napkin and 
explained it to him. He states that Davis said his idea 
was to insert a gun in a torpedo which would discharge 
a projectile containing a charge of high explosive at a 
velocity which would enable the projectile to enter the 
armored bottom of a ship and explode within the vessel. 
Another witness, Balsinger, testified that late in 1906 
er early in 1907 Davis presented his ideas to him and 
drew a rough sketch of his proposed torpedo gun. The 
Examiner says: “With the exception of the testimony 
of Davis himself, the foregoing is substantially all the 
testimony relating to disclosures of the invention to 
others by him which can be found in Davis’s record. 
It is well settled that the uncorroborated testimony of 
an inventor as to the material facts of invention by him 
is insufficient to maintain his case on priority. It is 
therefore held that Davis has established no date of 
conception of the invention prior to the filing of his 
applications in interference on July 15 and Oct. 21, 1907. 
As to Douglas, the Examiner says: “It cannot be doubted 
that Douglas had conceived and disclosed the invention 
of the issue to the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy 
Department at least as early as April 18, 1907. Doug- 
las was, therefore, the first to conceive and the last to 
reduce to practice. and can only prevail upon a satis- 
factory showing of his invention to the Ordnance Bureau 
of the Navy Department. He introduces these in evi- 
dence as Exhibit 6. He testifies that on April 29, 1907, 
he received a letter (Exhibit 2) from the Navy Depart- 
ment acknowledging receipt of the drawing and descrip- 
tion referred to.” This determines that, so far as the 
evidence before the Examiner of Patents shows, Douglas 
has a priority of several months over Davis in the 
date of conception. Poverty was the excuse given by 
Douglas for not perfecting his invention, but it is held 
that this is not sufficiently proven and that the reasons 
given by Douglas for not perfecting his invention were 
inadequate and his conduct was not that of a man anxious 
to give to the world the benefits of his invention, Neglect- 
ful of its possible value when employed, Douglas only 
turned to the invention when out of work as a possible 
means of increasing his income. It is finally held that 
Davis must prevail “upon the priority of his application 
date and the lack of diligence of his opponent at that 
time.” 

The case will be appealed and carried to the highest 
court. Douglas contending that it was the papers he filed 
at the Navy Department that gave Lieutenant 
Commander Davis his idea of the invention pre- 
sented by him in drawings. This invention relates to an 
improvement in automobile torpedoes, and_ consists, 
broadly, in a torpedo carrying a gun in its forward end 
capable of firing a high explosive shell at considerable 
velocity through the plates of a ship upon contact there- 
with. It involves the specific arrangement of parts 
required for the proper performance of the function re- 
ferred to. The trial of this torpedo under the auspices 
of the Navy Department has given excellent results. 
William H. Douglas was a gunner’s mate in the Navy 
during the Civil War. Cleland Davis is a lieutenant 
commander in the Navy. 








NO CHANCE.

GIFTS FOR JAPANESE AND CHINESE NAVIBS. 

Immediately upon the return of the United States 
Atlantic Fleet from their memorable voyage around the 
world subscriptions were made by the officers and en- 
listed men for the purpose of obtaining appropriate 
presentation pieces to be given the officers and crews of 
the imperia! Japanese and Chinese navies, in recognition 
of the courtesies shown by them to our officers and men. 
A committee of officers was appointed to make a suitable 
selection from competitive designs submitted by the lead- 
ing jewelers of the country, with the result that con- 
tracts for both pieces were awarded to the Bailey, Banks 
and Biddle Company. 

CUP FOR JAPANESE NAVY. 











The cup for the officers and men of the Japanese navy 
is of massive silver, thirty-four and a half inches in 
height, exclusive of the base. The body of the cup 
consists of a large, round bowl, supported by the globe, 
which is flanked on two sides by American eagles 
modeled in high relief. The handles are ornamented 
with chrysanthemums. the national flower of Japan. 
The cover is decorated with nautical “motifs,” and is 
surmounted by two eagles and shields of the United 
States supporting the imperial seal of Japan, which is 
modeled in gold. On the obverse of the cup appears 
this inscription : 

“Presented to the officers and men of the Imperial 
Japanese Navy by the officers and men of the United 
States Atlantic Fleet in grateful recognition of the 
generous courtesies received during their visit to Japan 
in October, Nineteen Hundred and Hight.” 

The names of the sixteen vessels of the Japanese navy 
which entertained the American battleships are applied 
in gold around the upper rim of the cup, while those 
of the sixteen vessels of the United States Atlantic Fleet 
are similarly applied around the base. 

U.S. Atlantic Fleet—Connecticut (flagship), Kansas, 
Minnesota, Vermont, Georgia, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Lonisiana, Virginia, Missouri, Ohio, Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Kearsarge, Kentucky. 

Imperial Japanese Navy—Mikasa. Fuji, Asahi, 
Sagami, Azuma, Yakumo, Nisshin, Kasuga, Katori, 
Kashima, Tsukuba, Ikoma, Soya, Otowa, Niitaka, 
Tsushima. 

The seal of the United States appears just above 
the globe, on which is etched the map or Japan. while 
gracefully arranged below is a group of anchors, trident 
and fiags of the United States and Japan, enameled in 
colors. 

On the reverse appears the same inscription in Jap- 
anese characters. This was originally transcribed by 


his Excellency, Baron Takahira, Japanese Ambassador 
to the United States. The engraving was reproduced 
exactly from a photograph of the original writing. Under 
this inscription is the seal of the Navy Department of 
the United States, and a second group of anchors, trident 
and the official ensigns of the United States and Japan 
the two last enameled in colors. On _ this hemisphere 
of the globe is etched a map of the United States. The 
loving cup rests upon a mahogany base, to which is 
applied, in silver, the seal of the United States and of 
the Navy Department. encircled by wreaths of laurel. 


PUNCH BOWL FOR CHINESE NAVY. 





A handsome punch bow! of sterling silver, mounted 
on a base of copper, in antique finish, designed on 
Chinese lines, was chosen for presentation to the officers 


and men of the Chinese navy. On one side of the bowl 
in English and on the other side in Chinese characters 
is the inscription: 

“To the officers and crews of the Chinese Navy, in 
recognition of their courtesy and hospitality, Amoy, 
1908.” 


On the base of the bowl, in English only, is inscribed: 

“From the officers and crews, Second Squadron, United 
States Atlantic Fleet.” 

Applied to the body of the bow] are representations of 
the eight battleships of the Second Squadron modeled 
in gold. These appear in the same order as that in 
which the vessels entered the harbor at Amoy, the 
Louisiana, the flagship, in the lead. followed by the 
Virginia, the Missouri, the Ohio, the Wisconsin, the 
Illinois, the Kearsarge and the Kentucky, in the order 
named. 

To secure absolute accuracy of form and detail, photo- 
graphs of these hattleships were reduced to the size of 
the modeled decorations, which were executed from these 
photographs. Prominent naval officers have pronounced 
the reliefs to be perfect representations of the vessels. 
The division of the line is marked by a decoration in 
high relief, consisting of an eagle and anchor of silver, 
surmounting the crossed staffs of the Chinese and 
American flags, which are enameled in colors. The punch 
bowl! is 16% inches in height and 17% inches in diameter 
at the top, while the weight of the whole is 235 ounces. 
These magnificent pieces are remarkable. not only for 
artistic embodiment cf significant details, but for beau- 
tiful harmony of proportion and excellence of execution, 
forming two of the handsomest specimens of the silver- 
smith’s art exhibited in recent times. 


SOME HINTS FROM THE FOREIGN FLEETS.

It is to be hoped some members of the Senate and 
House Naval Committee were on the Hudson to take 
in the lessons forcibly presented for future battleship 
construction by the fleet in attendance at the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration. One illustrated what we should 
follow and the other what we should avoid. 

The first was to be found in the Inflexible, of the 
Invincible class of armored cruisers, or rather cruiser 
battleships, although all of her most valuable points 
were not noticeable in a viewing of the vessel at anchor, 
but had to be considered from descriptions and what 
it had accomplished. The speed of these vessels has 
been so superior and the prospects from them so great 
that the British Admiralty is, without any parade, mak- 
ing them a prominent feature in its naval program. 
Nor is this all, nor is it resting on the position they 
now occupy, but is advancing them still higher in the 
seale, England being now engaged in building what is 
called a_super-Invincible type, where the speed is to 
be raised, without any doubt, to 28 knots, and possibly 
to 30, or the speed of a torpedoboat: the guns possibly 
enlarged to 13% inches diameter, and the armor protec- 
tion increased beyond what has already been found pos- 
sible in the vessels of lesser displacement of the Invincible 
class. The London Engineering, of Sept. 24, in an 
editorial on “British Warship Design.” states: “The 
vessel will be some 600 feet long, and she will have 
turbine machinery exceeding in power that placed in any 
preceding ship, excelling that even of the Lusitania and 
Mauretania, now doing such splendid steaming on the 
Atlantic. It is too early to write about speed, but in 
view of the successful lines evolved by Sir Philip Watts 
in all his ships, and of the high efficiency of machinery 
arranged by Admiral Oram, the Engineer-in-Chief, it 
may be predicted that this vessel will certainly exceed 
28 knots; so that, alike in her power of attack, her 
adequacy of defense and her fleetness, she will mark a 
departure which will furnish further opportunities for 
the ability of the Admiralty officers to keep pace, with 
the willingness of the nation to excel in naval power.” 

The superiority of the Inflexible as a fighting machine, 
even from a superficial view. was made more forcible by 
comparison with our scout cruisers, with their insignifi- 
cant armament, while knowledge of her speed, which is 
so much superior to theirs, combined with her guns, as 
heavy as those of the Dreadnought class, and armor of 
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no mean thickness, sttll further added to her superiority. 
In view of this, it will not be surprising if this type 
of vessel forges ahead, and the; nation that makes. it 
the prominent feature in her program, so as to possess 
the most numerous fleet of them, will be invincible. Our 
Naval Committee should not, therefore, confine its atten- 
tion to the snail-like. battleship, but should give this 
class serious consideration, in doing which they will be 
only going back to those days when the American frigate 
was not only superior in-gun fire, but also in speed. 
The second lesson was. from the smokestacks of our 
vessels, which were vomiting --this article nearly all 
along the line, while those of the foreign navies, particu- 
larly the Inflexible, with vertical water tube boilers, 
were apparently free from this extravagant evil. Smoke 


is an exceedingly costly and. weakening feature in any. - 


vessel, but especially in a war ‘vessel, as it means a 
waste of fuel where the storage capacity is limited and 
the replenishment : difficult. Nor does it stop here, as 
its appearance reveals the location of the vessel from 
which it is freed to another at a great distance, as well 
as clouding and rendering signaling exceedingly difficult, 
which was quite apparent when it swept by the military 
masts. Firing has something to do with its formation, 
but the principal cause is faulty boiler furnaces, where 
the gases fromthe fuel are not given sufficient freedom 
or commingling to reach complete combustion, so pass 
out in the form of smoke during the day or ignite on 
leaving the stack to show a flame at night.

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At San Francisco President Taft, while afloat in the 
harbor in the revenue cutter Golden Gate, steamed along- 
side the transport Thomas, loaded with troops for the 
Philippines. On the bridge of the transport the Philip- 
pine Constabulary band was drawn up and was playing 
“TIail to the Chief” as the President shouted across the 
water to the khaki-clad soldiers: “Goodbye, boys; I wish 
you a pleasant voyage.” Answering cheers came back 
to the President. The propeller of the transport began 
‘o churn the water into foam, a rippling wave spread 
from the bow as the vessel, gay with flags, gained head- 
way, and the President looked wistfully toward the 
Golden Gate. “Does it make you feel homesick, Mr. 
Vresident?’ asked a member of the President’s party. 
‘Indeed it does,” replied Mr. Taft, ‘“‘and I would give 
inything if I were going with them.” The President 
‘ever loses an opportunity while on the Coast to speak a 
c<ood word for the Philippines, and he always is sure of 
a responsive appreciation. Referring to his own experi- 
enees at Manila in one of his addresses, Mr. Taft said: 
“You never can tell what the future is going to bring 
about. It seemed a long way around to the White 
}Touse to go out ten thousand miles to the tropics, but 
that is where it landed me.” Crossing the bay the Presi- 
dent’s flag, flying from the Golden Gate, was saluted 
by the old frigate Pensacola, the stationship of the naval 
training station on Goat island; by the cruiser St. Louis, 
which lay in the pathway of the President, and by the 
revenue cutter McCullough. In his speech at a public 
dinner the President reiterated his views on the subject 
of a merchant marine, and aroused great enthusiasm by 
his declaration that he would urge the passage of a postal 
subvention law as one of the principal subjects in his 
forthcoming message to Congress. Mr, Taft asserted 
that the country was ready for the experiment. The 
extension of the Pacific trade is one of the objects of 
his administration, Mr. Taft said, and he added that 
he knew of no more important topic to which Congress 
can devote itself.

The 11th U.S. Cavalry, under command of Col. James 
Parker, on a practice march from Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., 
arrived at Knoxville, Tenn., Sept. 29, and pitched their 
camp near old Fort Sanders, to the delight of crowds 
of people, who desired to witness the drills of the 
regiment during its five days’ stay in the city. The 
regiment was met en route to the camp ground by a 
committee of citizens, and tents were pitched and camp 
established in short order. The number of visitors at 
the camp continued to grow rapidly and was augmented 
by pedestrians, passengers from the street cars, occu- 
pants of carriages and automobiles, who watched the 
construction of the tented city. At four  o’clock 
Mayor Brooks, the Board of Aldermen and other mem- 
bers of the Reception Committee went out to formally 
welcome Colonel Parker and his men, and were shown 
over the camp. At 4:80 o’clock a squadron drill was 
given by the 3d Squadron, commanded by Major George 
W. Goode, made up of Troops I, K, L and M., which 
proved a splendid exhibition. On other days the exer- 
cises included guard mountirg, musical drill and a regi- 
mental drill, which delighted the crowds of spectators. 
A number of social events were arranged for the officers. 
The Cumberland Club tendered a smoker. More than 
one hundred guests were present, and it was one of the 
most enjoyable hospitalities that has ever been tendered 
by that organization. The Cherokee Country Club 
entertained the officers at a dance, and the Knoxville 
Elks gave an informal buffet luncheon. The Hon. Wayne 
Parker, Congressman from Newark, N.J., who set out 
to make the march with his brother, Colonel Parker, was 
called back to Chattanooga, but rejoined Colonel Parker 
Oct. 2 and made the return march with the Cavalrymen. 





On the eve of the departure from Honolulu of the 
Congressional Committee to Hawaii, Congressman 
Bartholdt, the dean of the committee, addressed a letter 
to the Honolulu papers, in which he extended his thanks 
and those of his fellow-members for “the lavish and 
unparalleled hospitality” extended to them by the warm- 
hearted people of the islands. Mr. Bartholdt says: 
“From the moment we set foot upon their hospitable soil 
up to the hour of our departure nothing was left un- 
done to make our stay a pleasant one, and we take home 
with us the tenderest recollections of the people we met 
and of the beautiful davs we spent beneath Hawaii's 
palms and stars. ‘That the visit will prove a mutually 
profitable one, there is not the slightest doubt. For 
nearly all of us it was an education and a revelation, 
and aside from the friendly sentiments which have re- 
sulted from our. touching elbows with you, the actual 
information we have gathered is bound to bear good 
fruit in the matter. of intelligent legislation for the 
benefit.of both the islands and the whole.country. We 
shall go. back to mainland. as missionaries, if I may 
use this term, to spread the light about. Hawaii and 
her people, the charms of her climate and _ the certainty 
of an even greater and brighter future. For one, I do 
not share the misgivings of some on account of your 
mixed population, The land, as well as the ethnological 








questions, will eventually solve themselves. And now 
I bid you all a hearty farewell and ‘Aloha!’” 
Significant of the interest taken in England in build- 
ing up the Territorial Force is the visit to this country 
of Lieut. Col. A. W. A. Pollock, late major in Prince 
Albert’s Somersetshire Light Infantry, for the purpose 
of examining American National Guard armories. He 
is particularly interested in one and two company 
armories, and on Oct. 7 inspected the armories at 
Meriden and Norwich, Conn., after a conference with 
Col. Gilbert L. Fitch, commanding the C.A.C., Con- 
necticut National Guard, as to the arrangements of such 
armories. He was booked to sail for home on Oct. 9. 
Colonel Pollock served in the South African campaigns, 
1878-9, and Suakim, 1885; was special correspondent 
of the London Times in the Boer war, and is editor of 
the United Service Magazine. He conducted the Spec- 
tator Experimental Company, March to September, 
1906. Among his published works is “With Seven 
Generals in the Boer War.” His address is Wingfield, 
Godalming, Surrey, England. With the customary reti- 
cence of an officer on a tour of inquiry, Colonel Pollock 
did not explain the ultimate use to which his informa- 
tion would be put, but National Guard officers he met 
in New York believe that his study of small armories 
indicates a desire on the part of the British government 
to develop a similar system in the smaller cities of 
England, to increase the local interest in the Territorial 
aaa which corresponds in a way to our National 
uard. 
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Capt. Arthur W. Chase, Coast Art., U.S.A., as com- 
manding officer of the 103d Company, stationed at Fort 
Howard, Md., has been_ promoted major, and has been 
ordered to the Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., for duty. 
In October, 1908, Major Chase and his company at 
service practice with 12-inch mortars made eight -hits 
out of nine shots at a target six miles out in the bay 
and moving at about seven knots an hour, the entire 
series of shots having been fired in seven minutes and 
thirty seconds. In August the 103d Co., with the 21st 
Co., with Major Chase commanding Battery Key, did 
even better, excelling all other records at mortar firing 
by making a figure of 106.7 per cent. Major Chase 
and his company achieved a heretofore unequaled record 
at subcaliber practice on July 28 of this year, when 
three shots a gun each minute were fired. Sixteen shots 
were fired in series, and the whole string made in five 
minutes twenty seconds, the resulting score having been 
seventy per cent. This was the fastest time at mortar 
subealiber firing known in this country.

The Maxim silencer does not approve itself to our 
Ordnance Office for Service use. Of it Lieut. Col. John 
TT. Thompson, 0.D., U.S.A., says: “Some of the conclu- 
sions arrived at from our experiments with the silencer 
on the new Springfield rifle or Service gun are that the 
device spoils the balance of the gun: that it gets hot, 
and the quivering air, which arises from its heated con- 
dition, spoils the aim: that it is hard and tedious to 
remove, and thus interferes with the rapid use of the 
bayonet, and that gas escaping slowly from it on damp 
days is apt to indicate the position of the marksman to 
the enemy.” While the reduction of noise up to 1,000 
yards would be insufficient to keep the approximate posi- 
tion of the marksman from the enemy, the use of the 
silencer for distances greater than this would, it is 
thought, undoubtedly accomplish that end.

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There is great. interest in the Artillery tests now in 
progress at Fort Riley to determine the effectiveness of 
the new 3-inch and 4.7-inch high explosive shell. Brig. 
yen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, and Col. 
Montgomery M. Macomb, 6th Field Art., Gen. Staff, 
are at Fort Riley as observers, together with other 
well known Artilery officers, who will make very careful 
reports on the work done. The present tests are a con- 
tinuation of those that took place two years ago against 
the large redoubt constructed jointly by the Army 
Engineers and the National Guard organization of Kansas 
and adjoining states. Since then the new double-charged 
shrapnel shell has been devised, and that also will be 
tested in the present operations at Fort Riley.

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Quick work on the part of sailors from the U.S.S. 
Minnesota, at anchor in the Hudson River, on Oct. 3, 
saved loss of a life on an overcrowded excursion steamer, 
which had broken down while visiting the fleet. When 
the steamer was nearing the warship, off 150 street, 
her engines stopped and the boat became enveloped in 
steam. Some persons started an alarm of fire, and then 
there was a panic. Two launches were lowered from 
the Minnesota and went to the side of the disabled 
steamer and assured the passengers that there was no 
fire, and that there would be no danger if they remained 
quiet. The steamer was towed to 130th street and the 
passengers landed in safety.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Med. Dir. Christopher James Cleborne, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died in Washington, D.C., Oct. 2, 1909. He was 
born in Edinburgh, Scotland, on Dec. 16, 1838, and en- 
tered the naval Service of the United States as an 
assistant surgeon on May 9, 1861. During the Civil 
War he served on the U.S.S. Jamestown from May, 1861, 


to January. 1862, and in the Aroostook from September, 
1862, to August, 1863. He was promoted to passed 
assistant surgeon on Oct. 26, 1863, and to surgeon on 
Nov. 24, 1863; to medical inspector on Jan. 7, 1878, 
and to medical director on Sept. 18, 1887. During the 
Spanish-American War he was on duty in command of 
the United States Naval Hospital at Norfolk, Va. His 
last active duty was performed at the naval hospital in 
Philadelphia from February to November, 1899. On 
Nov. 10, 1899, he was retired as a medical director, with 
the rank of rear admiral. ass 

Hon. Joseph L. Norman, father of Capt. Traber -Nor- 
ian, 8th US. Inf., died at Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 27, 
1909. He was born in Jefferson county, Ill., Oct. 21, 
1841, and came of a family of soldiers who served in 
the Revolutionary War and the War of 1812. His 
great-grandfather, whose name was also Joseph Norman, 
was a member of a North Carolina regiment in the 
Revolutionary War; his father and himself were mem- 
bers of Co. A, 12th Kansas Infantry, in the Civil War, 
Mr. Joseph Norman joining the regiment Aug. 15, 1862.

Hotel, Washington, 
Oct. 5, Surgeon General Rixey presiding, and more than 
one hundred delegates attending. 

Reports were made from various committees, showing 
the affairs of the association, in membership, finances 
and the extent of its influence and work, to be in 
excellent condition. It was decided to hold the next 
annual convention at Richmond, Va.

At noon the members of the association and the foreign 
delegates were given a buffet luncheon as the guests 
of Med. Dir. J. C. Boyd, U.S.N. 

Mingled with the dress uniforms of our Services were 
those of France, Great Britain, Canada, Mexico, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Japan and other countries. In one 
corner of the ‘room. among all the brilliantly uniformed 
military surgeons, sat Dr. Anita Newcomb McGee, who 
held a commission as assistant surgeon during the 
Spanish-American War, and is the only woman eligible 
to membership. She was the object of marked atten- 
tion on the part of the officers.

In the evening Surgeon General Rixey gave a dinner 
in honor of the foreign delegates at his home in Wash- 
ington.

Col. Alejandro 
Ross, professor of maneuvers, School of Medico-military 
Practice, Mexico: Surg. Insp .Bunzo Tomatsuri, of 
Tokio, Japan; Major Wen-yuan Tang and Major Ying- 
yang Hsui, China; Col. J. K. Weaver, of Pennsylvania ; 
Dr. A. E. Balloch, of Washington; Med. Dirs. J. C. 
Boyd and J. C. Wise, U.S.N.; Surg. C. F. Stokes, 
U.S.N.; Gen. Walter Wyman, of the Marine Hospital 
Service, and Surgeon General Torney, U.S.A. After 
the dinner Surgeon General Rixey tendered the foreign 
delegates a reception, which was attended by members of 
the association, by Army, Navy and National Guard 
officrs and by members of the medical profession of the 
District. 

While the surgeons were entertained a reception in 
honor of the wives of the delegates who accompanied 
their husbands to Washington was held at the apart- 
ments of Mrs. C, F. Stokes in the Highlands. 

In the evening a public meeting was held in the 
auditorium of the hall of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. Hannis Taylor delivered the opening ad- 
dress, Commissioner Macfarland bade the surgeons wel- 
come to the city, and the greeting of the local medical 
profession was expressed by Dr. S. S. Adams. Speeches 
were also made by Surgeon General Rixey, U.S.N.; Surg. 
William Bell, U.S.N., and Surg. Major Claudio Sforzo, 
Italian army. 

At ihe session of the association on Oct. 6 Sir Alfred 
Keogh, Director General of the Medical Department of the 
British army, said that many men who were only slightly 
wounded or otherwise temporarily incapacitated for serv- 
ice have been invalided to their homes, to the depletion 
of the fighting forces of all nations, when they should 
have been kept in camp, treated and sent into the ranks 
again as soon as possible. 

Declaring that much of the field service of the Medical 
Corps of the state militia was a joke, Capt. Harold W. 
Jones, Med. Corps, U.S.A., arraigned the present organi- 
zation of the medical departments of the National Guard. 

Major George F. Crampton, N.G. Pa., said that ‘some- 
thing more was needed other than “beautifully worked 
out schemes for medical aid and the Red Cross bringing 
up the rear.’ He emphasized the value of camps of 
instruction. 

Col. Valery Havard, U.S.A., said that the medical 
service of the American Army in Cuba at the beginning 
of the war was paralyzed by its supplies being kept 
miles out at sea and later by being then dumped 
promiscuously along the shores. Such a thing would 
not have happened, he said, had the Medical Corps had 
charge of its own transportation facilities. 

Major L. I. Seaman, U.S.V., and Sir Alfred Keogh 
took part in the discussion that followed. Papers were 
read by. Lieut. Col. Rudolph G. Ebert, U.S.N.; Ober- 
stabsartzt J. Steiner, Austria; Charles C. Foster, Major 
Charles R. Darnall, U.S.A., and Lieut. Col. Alejandro 
Ross, of Mexico. 

The association visited Fort Myer. where there was 
a special drill in their honor, and attended a_ reception 
in the evening given at the Shoreham by Surg. Gen. 
Torney, U.S.A... and Mrs. Torney. 

Bunzo Tomatsuri, Surgeon Insnector of the Japanese 
navy, won applause at the meeting of the Association 
of Military Surgeons on Oct. 7, by explaining his views 
as to the progressive methods that should be adopted 
to improve the medical service of the modern navy. The 
visitor came from the Hudson-Fulton celebration in 
New York, where he represented his government, and 
the business of the association was laid aside to permit 
him to be heard. 

He held that the efficiency of the modern Dreadnought 
was dependent on the ability of medical officers,to care 
for the injured in battle quite as much as it,.was. on 
armor and guns. He. recommended that better acilities 
be provided on the big battleships in the form atasers 
and elevators at convenient places for the prompt re- 
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moval of the injured to a place of safety, where they 
could be cared for. 

It was Navy day at the meeting of the association on 
Thursday. The program was a symposium on medical 
and sanitary measures on ships. The official dinner was 
held Thursday, at which the foreign delegates and 
speakers invited for the occasion were the guests of the 
Association of Military Surgeons.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


In “reply to a communication from the Niagara Falls 
Committee of Landscape Architects, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, discussing the Act of June 29, 
1906, providing an appropriation of $50,000 to enable 
the Secretary of War to defray expenses connected with 
the efforts to establish a public park on the American 
side of the falls, takes the view that the act having 
expired by its own limitation on June 29, 1909, the 
appropriation lapses and no expense can be authorized 
in connection with the project. 

In an elaborate opinion rendered this week the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army holds that it is lawful 
for an officer to accept and exercise the functions of 
civil office created by the Philippine Commission as 
distinguished from the Legislative Assembly of the 
Philippine Islands, and that such employment is not 
affected by the requirements of Sections 1222 and 1860 
of the Revised Statutes. The opinion has received the 
approval of the Secretary of War, and is made to deter- 
mine the validity of the proposed appointment of ist 
Lieut. Milosh R. Hilgard, 16th Inf., as a member of 
the newly created council of Baguio. The ground is 
taken by the Judge Advocate General that when the 
Philippine Assembly was established and invested with 
legislative authority the Moro and other non-Christian 
races were expressly excepted from its control, and 
continued under the control of the Philippine Commis- 
sion under the authority conferred upon the President 
by the Act of March 2, 1901, and that this status con- 
tinues until terminated by Congress. 

While stationed in the Philippine Islands, Capt. James 
V. Heidt, 10th Inf., had occasion to transmit to head- 
quarters at Manila a sum of money counted by two 
subordinates and sealed in an envelope, which, when 
opened in Manila, was found to be $100 short of the 
amount supposed to be sent. The responsibility for this 
discrepancy was, by the order of the commanding officer 
cf the Department, placed upon Captain Heidt. The 
Judge Advocate General has this week rendered an 
opinion, which is approved by the Secretary of War, 
recommending that inasmuch as the case is one which 
calls for legislative relief, further action looking to a 
stoppage of pay be deferred until the close of the ap- 
proaching session of Congress, and that legislation credit- 
ing Captain Heidt with the loss be recommended to 
Congress. 

The Judge Advocate General has passed upon three 
line-of-duty cases this week. In one he holds that the 
death of a private in the 17th Infantry while sitting in 
a theater in Atlanta occurred in the line of duty, and 
not as the result of his own misconduct; in another, 
that a private in the 15th Recruit Company, at Jefferson 
Rarracks. who fell overboard from a canoe and was 
drowned, did not die in the line of duty: in the third 
ease it was held that a private of the 12th Infantry, 
who fell out of a window in barracks at Fort William 
McKinley after having imbibed liquor, did not die in the 
line of duty.

In Circular I, dated Manila, Aug. 10, 1909, Brig. Gen. 
William H. Carter, U.S.A., commanding the Department 
of Luzon, announces that a practical test of the feed 
value of Guinea grass, now being introduced in the 
islands by the Bureau of Agriculture, has been made 
at the Land Transportation Stables, Quartermaster’s 
Department, Manila. The experiments extended over 
a period of two months, with the following results: (1) 
three horses were fed each 7.5 kilos of Guinea grass, 
3.1 kilos of hay and 2 kilos of oats; (2) three horses 
were fed each 15 kilos of Guinea grass and 4.1 kilos 
of oats; (3) three horses were fed each 5.1 kilos of 
Guinea grass, 4.2 kilos of hay and 4.1 kilos of oats; 
and (4) one horse was fed Guinea grass only. The 
results of this experiment, as reported by that Depart- 
ment, are as follows: (1) The horses showed sluggish- 
ness and falling off in weight; (2) the horses showed 
sluggishness and seemed to lose weight for the first ten 
days, after which they gained in fiesh and had a better 
look and appearance, until finally got back. to their

THE TRUTH ABOUT EDWIN M. STANTON. 


A correspondent inquires as to the truth of the story 
current at the time of the death of Edwin M. Stanton, 
Lincoln’s Secretary of War, that he committed suicide 
from remorse because of his connection with the hanging 
of Mrs. Surratt, condemned for participation in the 
conspiracy which resulted in the assassination of 
Abraham Lincoln. As to this, we can say that the 
writer, shortly after the death of Mr. Stanton, was 
informed by Hon. Jeremiah S. Black, formerly Attorney 
General and Secretary of State of the United States 
and an intimate friend of the Secretary, that he was 
called to Mr. Stanton’s house immediately preceding 
or immediately following his death, and that there was 
absolutely no truth in the report of suicide, which 
originated in the fact that the disease of which Mr, 
Stanton died so hastened decomposition that it was 
necessary to close the coffin before the funeral, and the 
usual display of the face of the deceased could not be 
allowed. 

Mr. Black’s statement does not agree with that of 
Stanton’s biographer, Flower, who tells us that the 
casket was not closed until it was brought down to the 
parlor for the funeral, many personal friends being 
permitted to have a Jast look “at the strong but kindly 
face”? Mr. Flower describes the gradual wasting away 
and exhaustion of Mr. Stanton until death in a way 
which makes the theory of suicide impossible. He died 
surrounded by his entire household, including the ser- 
vants, his physician, Surgeon General Barnes, U.S.A, 
and his clergyman. Mr. Stanton’s death was hastened 
by a trip he made to the White House against the 
protests of his physician and family, to thank President 
Grant for appointing him to the bench of the Supreme 
Court. Thoroughly muffled in heavy wraps, it was 
Dec. 20, looking more dead than alive, he tottered into 
the President’s room; supported by Adjutant General 
Townsend. He died a week later, Dec. 27, 1869. From 
a personal acquaintance with Mr. Stanton and his 
methods, we may say that he was not of such a sensitive 
nature as this story would indicate, and that if he had 
been he would have felt prompted to commit suicide 
about every twenty-four hours during his administration 
of the affairs of the War Department. His treatment 
of Gen. Charles P. Stone was far less justifiable than 
the execution of Mrs. Surratt, who had been condemned 
by a court-martial. Stanton ordered 260,000 men 
arbitrarily arrested during the Civil War. Many were 
deserters and county jumpers, but the arrests included, 
besides Stone, General Custer and Gen, Judson Kil- 
patrick, who were hurried to the Old Capital prison 
without a hearing. 

As his biographer, Flower, says of Stanton as Secre- 
tary of War: “He was the ideal embodiment of aggres- 
sive ferocity; of the spirit of war.” Mr. Flower further 
tells us that, with the exception of Chase, all of Lincoln’s 
Cabinet hated Stanton. Mr. Stanton’s ferocity was 
too often directed against those under his authority. 
He had on his desk a bell of ferocious sound, and when 
its clang sounded through the War Building everyone 
was in a tremble of anticipation and alarm, for each 
vibration told of an irascible bellringer, wrought up to 
the highest pitch of ferocious impatience, and greedy 
to pounce on some careless or incompetent underling for 
faults committed or suspected. 

The character of Stanton’s administration of his 
office was illustrated when General Grant succeeded him 
temporarily as Secretary of War. A small bell was 
substituted for the one of ferocious sound, and those 
transacting business with the new Secretary were received 
with courtesy. When an officer was summoned into 
“the presence” he was safe from being catechized or sub- 
jected to suspicious cross-questioning, and he knew that 
he was called merely because his aid was sought in 
the transaction of Department business. Stanton’s 
habitual discourtesy was exhibited even toward General 
Grant when he surrendered his temporary control of 
the War Office to Stanton. It was Stanton’s habit to 
offensively assert his prerogative as the representative 
of the President in his dealing with Army officers, and, 
not having the training of the soldier, he had not learned 
to distinguish between the necessary and the dis- 
courteous exercise of authority. He meant to emphasize 
the supremacy of the civil to the military authority, 
interpreting in his own favor all doubtful questions 
as to the limitations of authority. This went so far 
that Grant on one occasion wrote an appeal to the 
President, but decided to withhold it for the sake of 
peace. ‘The magnanimity of Grant was shown in his 
appointment, when he became President, of the im- 
poverished and dying Stanton to the bench of the United 
States Supreme Court.

Though it would appear to be somewhat premature 
to consider the question of a successor to General Bel] 
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when: his term of office as Chief of Staff of the Army 
expires in April next, the quidnuncs are already busy 
with their speculations and prophecies. The suggestion 
of the name of General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, is 
one of the most probable among those current. The 
ability and energy General Crozier has shown in his 
present office is proof of his capacity to fill any office 
requiring administrative ability. His department is a 
small one in personnel and complement, but its import- 
ance is great, and its efficiency was never more distinctly 
apparent than now. This week the experts of the 
Jovernment Printing Office have been studying the 
efficiency system that General Crozier has put in opera- 
tion in the various arsenals and shops under his direc- 
tion, their success being regarded as noteworthy.

NAVY CONDITIONS. 


It is now the expectation that the Swift board, which 
has been in session for the past six weeks at the Boston 
Yard, will soon make its report to the Secretary of the 
Navy on the reorganization of the Navy. Just before 
going to New York to participate in the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration, Secretary Meyer had a conference at his 
home in Hamilton, Mass., with Rear Admiral Swift, 
lasting several hours, and then learned fully what the 
work of the board had been and just what recommenda- 
tions would be made. The board has completed its work, 
and is now engaged in putting its report in finished 
form in readiness to adjourn. It is likely that the 
board will be dissolved somewhere about Oct. 20. The 
report will not be made public for some time, as it will 
he thoroughly studied by the Secretary and the Presi- 
dent before it goes into effect in any proposed change 
of the regulations. It goes without saying that the 
work of the board has been thorough and profound, and 
that in all probability, if it meets with the approval of 
President T'aft and goes into effect, it will leave hardly 
a vestige of the Newberry regulations. 

In the meantime, another chapter in the naval Iliad 
is being prepared by two of the ablest officers in the 
Service. 
siderable portion of the summer abroad studying foreign 
systems of naval administration, is preparing to defend 
the essential features of the Newberry reorganization. 
At the same time, Rear Admiral Raymond P. Rodgers 
has been pursuing a like study of other systems of 
conducting a naval establishment, and will in due time 
make a report per contra to that of Chief Constructor 
Capps. All of which again reminds us of the Attic 
philosopher’s definition of life as “simply one damned 
thing after another.’ What is to come after these re- 
ports of boards and expert protagonists of staff and line 
no man can guess. Surely in the multiplicity of boards, 
and reports, and regulations and amendments of regula- 
tions, and opinions and decisions and general orders and 
endorsements, and so on a infinitum, the layman is not 
without claim to justification if he takes to the woods. 

Secretary Meyer returned to his desk in the Navy 
Department Oct. 5, after a pleasant vacation in Canada 
and New England. While absent the Secretary kept in 
touch with the work of the Department by means of 
daily reports from his subordinates, and accomplished 
a considerable amount of work in connection with his 
annual report, which it is expected will take up the 
general subject of naval reorganization as outlined by 
what is known as the Swift Board. 





From all appearances pretty nearly the same contro- 
versy has come up over the detail of a medical officer 
to command the Solace as occurred over the detail of 
Surgeon Stokes to command the Relief a year and a 
half ago. Probably with the expectation that it would 
be held that the detail of a staff officer to command a 
ship was illegal, the Department of Justice was asked 
two months ago to decide the question whether there was 
legal authority for detailing a medical officer to this duty. 
The Attorney General, in an opinion published elsewhere, 
finds, after a painstaking examination of the law and 
regulations, that there is ample authority for such a 
detail; but that at the same time the Presiden may 
by the stroke of his pen make it illegal. President Taft, 
after reading the Attorney General’s opinion, announces 
his entire concurrence in the conclusions reached. Be 
it noticed that the Attorney General finds, in passing, 
that the medical officer commanding a hospital ship 
cannot exercise command over any line officer or over 
an officer of another staff bureau. This, in the case 
of Surgeon Stokes, when commanding the Relief, we 
believe was overlooked, as he actually did have under 
his command at least one officer of another staff bureau. 
As a matter of course no friction occurred and the 
matter never attracted any attention, probably because 
of the distance from Washirgton. The long and short, 
however, of the whole matter as now foreshadowed is 
that a line officer will be ordered to command the hos- 
pital ship, after the necessary changes in the regulations 
have been duly made. 

If President Taft and Secretary Meyer should decide to 
continue the policy adopted by the former administration 
in placing the Solace in command of a medical officer, 
Surgeon George Pickrell probably will be selected for 
the post. Surgeon Pickrell is now on duty at the 
Charleston Navy Yard in charge of the work of fitting 
out and equipping the Solace. 


From tables compiled by Comdr. William R. Shoe- 
maker, in charge of the Navy enlisted personnel in the 
Biireau of: Navigation, it is learned that there are now 
44,129 enlisted men in the Navy, as against 38,027 in 


Chief Constructor Capps, after spending a con- . 


1907, and that the percentage of citizens has increased 
from 93.1 per cent. in 1907 to 95.7 per cent. in 1909. 
The percentage of native born men in the Navy has 
also increased from 82 per cent. in 1907 to 88.4 per 
cent. in 1909. In 1907 the total enlistments were 14,329, 
and in 1909 they numbered 18,723. Out of 92,000 appli- 
eants for admission to the Navy this year all but 18,723 
were rejected for physical or other causes. There has 
been a steady decrease in the number of desertions, 
and 65 per cent. of re-enlistments. In 1907 the deser- 
tions averaged 9.04 per cent., and in 1909 the percentage 
fell to 5.5 per cent. Included in the total enlisted 
strength of 44,129 are 441 Filipinos attached to the 
insular force of the Navy. Excluding them from the 
calculations, the percentage of American citizens in the 
United States Navy, not counting commissioned officers, 
is about 96 per cent. 





Lieut. Col. Charles J. Bailey, U.S.A., Assistant Chief 
of Coast Artillery, returned to Washington, D.C.,; Oct. 
4, from Quincy, Mass., where he inspected several sub- 
marine boats building for the Navy. He made a thor- 
ough inspection of these vessels, and wil] make a report 
to the Chief of Artillery recommending that the Navy 
Department be requested to permanently station several 
torpedoboats at harbor entrances where jt is impossible 
on account of the swift current or great depths to anchor 
mines. Officers of the Coast Artillery Corps are work- 
ing out a plan of co-operation in coast defense between 
the Coast Artillery Corps and submarine vessels of the 
Navy. Some years ago an effort was made. to secure for 
the Coast Artillery the use of one or more submarines for 
service in mine planting. This was deemed necessary 
because there were five or six places where it was 
doubtful if the possibilities at that time in planting 
mines were sufficient to protect the coast line. When 
the matter came before the General Board the sugges- 
tion was met with the claim that submarines were to 
be operated by the Navy, and therefore the Coast Artil- 
lery need not concern itself with the subject. Since 
that time improvements have been made in mine planting 
«evices, and there are possibly but two points where a 
submarine could do more efficient work than is now 
done in the ordinary manner. One of these is at Puget 
Sound, where the depth of water is such as to offer no 
inconsiderable obstacle to adequate mine planting. It 
seems likely that Congress may take the view that a 
submarine stationed at that point would be a good 
thing. The old notion that the Navy would take care 
of such work is hardly thought of nowadays. For the 
purpose in question the Navy would never be available. 
Its submarines are in flotillas and attached as fleet 
auxiliaries. The idea for coast defense is to place a 
submarine at one point and keep it there for the special 
defense of that point, which, in the case of the Puget 
Sound problem, would be all that it could reasonably be 
expected to do. .In this connection Colonel Bailey 
spent several days at Quincy Mass., inspecting several 
submarine boats that are being built for the Navy. 
Colonel Bailey was ordered to witness the trial of six 
new submarines at Provincetown, Mass., but the trials 
were completed before he arrived there, and he went to 
the shipyards of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
at Quincy, where several similar submarines are being 
built. He made a thorough inspection of these vessels. 
The submarines, according to the present plans, will 
remain under the control of the Navy Department, but 
will co-operate with the Army in coast defense work. 
With the appliances that have been invented by Coast 
Artillery officers it is now possible to plant mines in 
water three hundred feet deep, where a few years ago 
eighty to a hundred feet was the limit. But where there 
are strong tides and currents the submarine affords the 
safest means to do this work.

JOINT MANEUVERS TO CONTINUE. 


There is absolutely no truth in the stories which ap- 
peared in a number of daily papers this week, to 
the effect that the War Department has decided that 
there shall be no more joint maneuvers of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. Inquiry at the War 
Department Oct. 7 as to the origin of the story failed 
to find any basis for the report. Capt. Johnson Hagood, 
Assistant Chief of Staff of the Army, was especially 
emphatic in his denial. Assistant Secretary of War 
,Oliver, General Bell and Colonel Weaver also declared 
that there was no foundation for the story. 

Commenting on this false report, Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., said: “The statement which purports to 
emanate from someone connected with the War De- 
partment, to the effect that the great amount of sickness 
and hardship experienced by troops in the recent maneu- 
vers would prevent any further repetition of the maneu- 
vers, was, as to all in which it relates to the existence 
of excessive sickness and hardship during the maneuvers, 
wholly false. Theré was no unusual hardship during 
the maneuvers, and the amount of sickness was extremely 
small, in fact, so small as to be insignificant. The 
troops and officers engaged in the maneuvers were keenly 
interested, and there was a general expression of satis- 
faction in the work and a desire for its repetition. 
General Pew, commanding the entire Blue Division, says 
this: ‘The health of the men during the week, under 
unusually severe weather conditions, was excellent. In 
tke entire division there were under one hundred cases 
treated, and these were mostly minor injuries, sore feet, 
ete. The Chief Surgeon of the Connecticut Brigade, 
Red Army, Major McCook, says: “There was almost 
no sickness and few accidents, and what we had, as a 





rule, amounted to little. I observed the excellent health 
of the men myself. I consider the showing remarkable. 
On the other hand, the lessons learned were invaluable. 
One: of them is’ that we haven’t enough - Regulars or 
Militiamen ready for mobilizations to defend a city 
against such an attack as was made “against 
Boston. The other is that it builds up the spirit ‘of 
co-operation between the Regular Army and the National 
Guard.” : 

The bugaboo of rifle fouling that has so long’ worried 
the Army and the National Guard may yet be exorcised 
possibly. Major William A. Phillips, Ord. Dept., who 
was on duty in connection with the recent competition 
at Camp Perry, in a report on his observations there, 
has the following very sensible comments to make ‘on 
the subject: “At Camp Perry one heard but little about 
metallic fouling as compared with one year ago. The 
last shots of a string appeared to be as good as the 
first shots. The rifles were cleaned for metallic fouling, 
but not nearly so frequently as a year ago. It is my 
opinion that the metallic fouling question for new ammu- 
nition has been solved, and that caliber .30, model 
1906, ammunition, loaded with Pyro D.G. powder and 
primed with experimental primer No. 42, will not re- 
quire the use of any other cleaning material than now 
supplied by the Ordnance Department. It is my opinion 
that the accuracy life of many rifles has been materially 
shortened by excessive cleaning for metallic fouling. 
This is especially true where the solution has been left 
in too long and when the bore was not properly oiled 
after cleaning and before firing. The bore of the gun, 
immediately after cleaning for metalli¢ fouling, appears 
to be particularly liable to rust, and the solution causes 
roughness of the bore, making the rifle much more liable 
to metallic: fouling in subsequent firing. It is believed 
that a satisfactory tablet for preparing the ammonium 
solution, such as is proposed, would be very desir- 
able, especially on account of the large amount of 
ammunition already manufactured that is‘ known to‘give 
serious metallie fouling.”

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In an attempt to account for the treatment of those 
attending the ball of the Albany Burgesses Corps, de- 
scribed elsewhere in this number, the commander of 
that organization, as reported in the Sun, says of the 
men who had constituted the “honorary: committee of 
life. members”: “As members of the corps these. gentle- 
men were subject to the orders of the commandant, just 
the same as in any other military organization such as 
the Albany Burgesses.” If anything could add to the 
force of the advice we give to the distinguished gentle- 
men in the article referred to, that they promptly with- 
draw from the Burgesses Corps, it is this statement. If 
it were courteous, it would not be correct. The Albany 
Burgesses Corps cannot properly be regarded as any 
part of the military organization of the state. It is 
one of those quasi military-social organizations whose 
existence antedates the days of serious work in the 
National Guard, who, because of their antiquity, are 
authorized to parade with arms and can be called into 
the service of the state in case of emergency, but not 
until each officer and man shall, in the language of the 
code, execute “a form of enlistment to be prescribed 
by the Governor.” °

A novel and ingenious plan for barracks and quarters 
in tropical and outlying Army posts is under considera- 
tion. The idea is to construct these buildings in a large 
quadrangle, the buildings to be made of concrete, three 
stories high, with the colonel’s and lieutenant colonel’s 
quarters at the corners, the field officers’ at the center 
of the principal facades, and the smailer apartments 
between, with the bachelor quarters adjoining the bar- 
racks. The general depth of the structure is proposed 
to be thirty feet and the dimensions of the principal 
quarters is thirty by forty feet; those of the colonel 
and lieutenant colonel, however, being 56 by 65 feet on 
the outer face, in order to give size enough to secure 
adequate light and air on the inner side of the quad- 
rangle. ‘The court within the officers’ quarters is to 
be 293 feet by 523 feet. The rear side of the quadrangle 
is allotted to quarters for the men, and an extension 
of the building enclosing another quadrangle to the rear 
affords sufficient barracks and storerooms. The plan 
is wholly tentative at present, and, if approved, will be 
first tried probably in Hawaii.

Orders have been issued during the past week for the 
transportation to the various states of the fifty-nine 
non-cominissioned officers who have been for the past 
two months under instruction at Fort Leavenworth, in 
preparation for duty with National Guard organizations. 
These fifty-nine men are the first to be detailed under 
the recent Act of Congress providing for such service. 
The law provides for the allotment of 115 non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army for duty with the 
National Guard. In view probably of the newness of 
the idea, the various states asked for only the number 
named above. In order to have additional non-commis- 
sioned officers in case of further applications, seventy-one 
men were sent to Leavenworth for instruction. The 
National Guard is still entitled to fifty-six more men. . 








The usual annual general order announcing the move- 
ment of troops between the United States and the Philip- 
pines, Alaska and Hawaii, has been finally completed 
this week, and will be published probably within the 
next few days, 
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HUDSON-FULTON CELEBRATION. 


The vessels of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, which have been 
anchored in th: Hudson River, began to leave for the 
various navy yards at the beginning of this week. The 
Mississippi, Montana, Idaho and North Carolina sailed 
for Norfolk, Oct. 4. The Minnesota, Louisiana, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, Wisconsin, Missouri, Georgia, New 
Jersey, Salem and Birmingham left for different yards 
on Oct. 5. On Oct. 9 the Connecticut, Kansas and Ver- 
mont will leave New York. These vessels will remain at 
their respective navy yards until about Dec. 1, when the 
fleet will assemble off the Virginia capes for an exten- 
sive program of maneuvers. 

The Half Moon and the Clermont started from New 
York city up the Hudson Sept 29, the Half Moon under 
tow and the Clermont under her own steam, to engage 
in a round of festivities at various cities and towns that 
will end at ‘Troy Oct. 9. . 

The advance up the Hudson to Newburgh included 
the U.S.S. torpedoboats Worden, Shubrick, Blakeley, 
Stockton, Porter, Du Pont, Stringham, the submarines 
Cuttlefish and Plunger, the scout cruisers Birmingham 
and Salem, the Aileen and the Wasp, of the New York 
Naval Militia. ‘ 

The revenue cutters the Androscoggin, Capt. H. M. 
Broadbent; Gresham, Capt. P. H. Uberroth; Mohawk, 
Capt. S. M. Landry; Seneca, Capt. J. C. Cantwell;

The trip of the Half Moon and the Clermont up the 
river from Kingston to Catskill, on Oct. 6, with the 
flotilla of torpedoboats and revenue boats accompanying 
them, was an eventful one.

Seaton Schroeder, Major Gen. and Mrs. Leonard Wood, 
Gen. and Mrs. Howard Carroll, Capt. and Mrs. J. B.

The New York Chamber of Commerce on Oct. 7 en- 
tertained Vice President James S. Sherman, Sir Edward 
Hobart Seymour, Admiral of the British Fleet; Gross 
Admiral von Koester, of the German Fleet; Rear Ad- 
miral Schroeder, U.S.N., of the Atlantic Fleet, and other 
officers of the warships in the harbor at luncheon at 
the Chamber of Commerce Building. Hundreds of promi- 
nent business men were in attendance. 

A banquet was given in honor of Admiral Sir Edward 
Seymour and Gross Admiral von Koester by the German, 
Austrian, Hungarian and Swiss residents of New York 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Oct. 7. It was a brilliant affair, 
in which nearly five hundred representatives of those 
nations took part, all of whom approved with their 
cheers the sentiments of friendship and peace uttered 
by the various speakers. 

Captain Van Hecking Colenbrander held a reception 
on the Utrecht, Oct. 8, which was attended by members 
ef the Hudson-Fulton Commission, the Holland Society, 
the Pilgrim Society, the Netherlands Club, the Chamber 
of Commerce, the admirals of the fleet and Captain Mur- 
dock, U.S.N., and staff from the navy yard. Captain 
Colenbrander and staff attended a dinner in their honor 
at the St. Nicholas Club, Oct. 8. The Utrecht will re- 
main until ‘Tuesday, Oct. 12, when the Half Moon will 
have returned from the Hudson River voyage, and the 
crew on board will return to the Utrecht. The Utrecht 
will then steam to St. Thomas. 

Visiting came to an end on the night of Oct. 6 on the 
British fleet. when at five o’clock all were asked to leave 
the Inflexible, the flagship, preparatory to getting every- 
thing in order for the grand dinner of Admiral Sir Ed- 
ward Hobart Seymour to the members of the Hudson- 
Fulton Commission, the Reception Committee and Vice- 
President James S. Sherman. 

The Drake, flagship of Rear Admiral Hamilton, the 
Duke of Edinburgh and the Argyll left Oct. 8 for Gibral- 
tar. On Saturday afternoon, Oct. 9, at about half-past 
two o’clock, the Inflexible will steam down the North 
River bound for Portsmouth. No attempt will be made 
to make a record passage and the cruising speed of the 
flagship will be set at eighteen knots. 

During the official banquet on Sept. 29 Gross Admiral 
von Koester. of the German navy, in the course of his 
speech in referring to the American Navy, said: “Your 
fleet has only a few months ago returned from its 
famous cruise around the world. From everything I 
learned about this voyage it was my desire long ago to 
see with my own eyes your fleet, which has accom- 
plished a brilliant record unattained until now by any 
other modern fleet. I wish you to know that the Ger- 
man navy, from the Emperor to the youngest officer, has 
watched with the keenest interest the accomplishment of 
that voyage, and I am glad to express our sincerest 
congratulations on this excellent proof of efficiency. 
This strong and efficient fleet has been, wherever it came, 
a herald of peace, and it has proved the fact that a 
mighty fleet does not prevent the love of peace, but is 
a guarantee of it. When the American Atlantic Fleet 
crossed the ocean homeward bound last winter the only 
thing we regretted in Germany was that our country 
was too far out of the way to have the honor of greet- 
ing it as our guests and returning the hospitality we 
have so often enjoyed in your great country.” He then 
proposed a toast to “the prosperity of the American 
Navy and its gallant officers.” ° 

The French squadron, which have been great favorites 
and have made many friends for their kindly reception 
to visitors, left New York for home on Oct. 8. 

In the three-mile cutter race for the Battenburg Cup 
on the Hudson River on Oct. 3 the crew of the U.S.S. 
Minnesota won. The crew of the U.S.S. Louisiana was 
second and that of the British cruiser Drake a poor 
third. It was a close struggle between the two American 
crews, the tars of the Minnesota beating the crew of 
the Louisiana by a bare half length. The Drake’s crew 
finished nine lengths behind. These three were the only 
contestants. 

At the start upstream the oarsmen of the Drake shot 
ahead, but thev did not keep their lead for more than 
the first eighth of a mile.

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
MILITIA DECISIONS. 

In response to a request of an adjutant general as to 
whether payment of claims of farmers for alleged 
damages done to crops by troops of the Organized Militia 
during their participation in field service, under the 
orders of the Governor, may be paid from funds accruing 
to the state in the operation of Section 1661, Revised 
Statutes, as amended, he was informed that, if before 
the encampment and maneuvers and the grounds are 
occupied, a iease has been executed providing for placing 
the leased premises in the same condition in which they 
were at the beginning of the encampment, charging the 
state with the cost of such restoration, then the claims 
can be paid from the funds mentioned (not as damage 
cases), but as claims arising in the execution of a 
contractual obligation. If, however, the lease did not 
contain a provision as stated, the funds could not be 
used for the purpose of settling the claims. 

Subsistence stores cannot be obtained as a charge 
against the allotments to the Organized Militia from 
Federal funds when the service to be performed is in 
aid of the civil authorities and not field service for in- 
struction, as contemplated by Section 14 of the Militia

It is the invariable rule of the War Department not 
to make public Jists of questions and reports of pro- 
cedings in connection with the examination for promotion 
of commissioned officers of the Army; hence, the Acting 
Secretary of War was constrained to deny a request 
for copies of such lists and proceedings for use in con- 
nection with the officers of the Militia. 

In response to a request for copies of the Manual 
of Military Hygiene, by Col. Valery Havard, and The 
Elements of Military Hygiene, by Major P. M. Ashburn, 
as a charge against funds accruing to the state in the 
operation of Section 1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, 
information was given that Havard’s Manual was under 
consideration for issue to the Organized Militia, and, 
consequently, could not be furnished as a charge against 
Federal funds. but Ashburn’s Elements of Military 
Hygiene, having been adopted for issue to the Army, 
could be supplied to the state as requested. 

Funds accruing to a state in the operation of Section 
1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, cannot be used for 
payment of entry fees to matches conducted by any state 
rifle association. 

The purchase of a team of mules for work on a target 
range cannot be made from funds accruing to the state 
in the operation of Section 1661, Revised Statutes, as 
amended. : 

USE OF PENALTY ENVELOPES BY MILITIA. 

The Postmaster General has called the attention of 
the Secretary of War to the illegal use by officers of 
the Organized Militia of a state of the official franked 
envelope of the War Department in sending to the Adju- 
tant General of the state enlistment papers of members of 
the State Guard. The Adjutant General was informed 
that as the militia remains state militia, and 
as, with certain exceptions, the officers thereof are 
not officers of the U.S., * * * they are not entitled to 
use penalty envelopes in correspondence relating to the 
organization and equipment of the militia. 

Attention was also invited to a decision of the Post- 
master General regarding the use of the official envelopes 
4 —, at cage ge 8 a in Circular No. 

: eadquarters of the Army, Adjutant i 
Office, series of 1908, as follows : er 

The penalty envelopes which are furnished by the War 
Department to the Organized Militia are for the use 
of the disbursing officers appointed under the provisions 
of Section 14 of the Militia Law, for the transaction 
of business connected with: the disbursements of funds 
must not be used for any other purpose. 

SCHOOLS FOR MILITIA INSTRUCTION. 

The Adjutant General of the state, upon offering a 
suggestion to establish a school each year for the instruc- 
tion of officers of the state Militia, was informed that 
such a school, properly conducted, would greatly improve 
the efficiency of the National Guard of the state; and 
was informed further that, in order that Federal funds 
may be ayailable, it is necessary that the school should 
be a “camp of instruction.” In other words, it would 
be impossible to pay the travel and per diem out of the 
state’s allotment of the Government appropriation if 
the officers were quartered in a hotel, and it would be 
impracticable to have the school during the winter 
rg unless the expenses thereof were met from state 
unds. 

Owing to the size of the Guard of the state and 
the fact that the course for the field officers, the tee 
mental staff officers and the company officers should be 
along different lines (as well as for officers of different 
branches of the Service), it was not believed that the 
best results could be obtained by assembling all the 
officers at one time, and it was suggested that the officers 
of the Coast Artiliery be assembled in camp at one of 
the posts near seacoast forts; all the Cavalry officers 
at a Cavalry post; all company officers of Infantry at 
the nearest Infantry post, one-half at a time; all In- 
fantry field officers at a period when the company 
officers were not present, as the school for the former 
should cover different ground from the latter; Infantry 
staff officers at still another period, and the officers of 
the Feld Artillery at some other time and place. 

Whatever scheme was adopted should be developed as 
soon as possible, the course outlined, the officers of 
the Militia notified to study in preparation therefor, and 
the instructor selected in order that he may gather the 
material, prepare the data and have ample time to decide 
on just what plan the school should be conducted. Also 
the instruction should be mainly practical and practic- 
able. Thus, for company officers of Infantry, it was 
suggested that they come fully equipped as privates of 
Infantry for field service (also bringing equipment of 
officers, including compasses, watches, notebooks and 
pencils). They should be formed into a provisional 


company of Infantry, put in camps, formed at reveille, 
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taught the setting-up exercises, sighting, position and 
aiming drills, how to apply sight corrections for windage 
and elevation. at the different ranges, use of first-aid packet, 
bayonet drill, squad movements, firings, nomenclature, 
care and use of rifle, map reading, practiced in giving 
commands and in issuing field orders, given practical 
instruction in patrolling advance and rear guards, out- 
posts, deployments, attack and defense, selecting and 
occupying (intrenching) positions, etc, and in the 
preparation of such papers and records as are necessary 
in the field. This instruction is such as is absolutely 
necessary to fit a command for war service, and it is 
essential, and the period of instruction is so short, that 
no time should be devoted to attempting to teach the 
finer points: of guard duty, the manual of arms, close 
order platoon movements, ceremonies, ete. 





An officer on the retired list of the Army, who re- 
quested the issue of a War Department order directing 
bim to attend a convention of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of.a state, with which he was on duty, was 
informed that if his attendance at the convention in 
question was desired by the state authorities the expenses 
incident to such attendance should be met from state 
funds and the necessary orders issued in the name of the 
Governor; that under a ruling of the Comptroller of 
the T'reasury the funds appropriated by Congress for 
payment of mileage to officers of the Army cannot be 
used in paying mileage to officers of the Army who are 
on duty with the Militia when in attendance at state 
camps, schools of instruction or similar assemblies. In 
view of this fact, and also that nothing would be gained 
by the issuance of a War Department order, the request 
would have to be denied by the Secretary of War. 

The McClellan-Whitman saddle and the experimental 
bridle, with a 414-inch bit, are not articles for issue to 
the Service, and therefore cannot be furnished to the 
Organized Militia as an issue. 

In regard to a request of an Adjutant Gereral for 
permission to have dress coats in the possession of the 
state altered by change of piping from Infantry to Artil- 
lery, because of the transfer of regiment of Infantry 
to a corps of Coast Artillery, he was informed that the 
Department had no objection to the alteration of dress 
coats as requested. 

In connection with a claim made to a disbursing officer 
of the Organized Militia by the captain of an organiza- 
tion for cash payment on account of subsistence of two 
men who participated in camp of instruction, who were 
not included in the number of men for whom rations 
were drawn, or payment for their subsistence given, the 
disbursing officer was informed that under pargraph 
1225 of the Army Regulations neither rations nor com- 
mutation thereof could be given to troops of the Regular 


Army for a past period during which the troops were - 


shown to have been sufficiently subsisted, and the Acting 
Secretary of War decided that this regulation should 
be applied to the Organized Militia, and inasmuch as 
the ease in question was one which came within that 
ruling, no authority existed for paying the claim stated. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Relative to the proper indorsement on a check issued 
by Major William B. Rochester, jr., paymaster, U.S.A., 
for $252, payable to the order of the Philippines Postal 
Savings Bank, Camp Stotsenburg, Pampanga, P.I., which 
covers the allotment of sixten soldiers for deposit in 
the postal savings bank at that place, the Treasurer of 
the Philippine Islands took the position that the director 
of posts, as manager of the system of postal savings 
banks, is the proper person to indorse the check. Comp- 
troller Tracewell holds that the check, having been drawn 
for deposit at the postal savings bank, the indorsement 
of the postmaster at that office is sufficient. This opinion 
of the Comptroller is merely advisory. 

The San Lazaro Hospital at Manila having been 
selected as a sanitarium for the care of insane Filipino 
soldiers, the Chief Surgeon of the Philippines Division 
submitted to the Director of Health, P.I., a prepared 
formal contract containing the usual provisions exacted 
of private institutions which care for Government 
patients. The Director of Health declined to recommend 
the execution of the contract on the ground that the 
hospital is a Government institution, in which the wel- 
fare of the insane could be as well safeguarded under 
the authority of the War Department as by the proposed 
contract. This view is concurred in by Comptroller 
Tracewell, who does not believe a contract is necessary, 
and that the payments to the San Lazaro Hospital for 
the care of insane native soldiers may be made from 
the funds appropriated by the Act of March 3, 1909. 

Sergt. John A. Hefner, U.S.A., retired, claimed com- 
mutation of rations while on furlough from June 4 to 
June 30, 1908, while serving as corporal in Co. B, Ist 
Batl., U.S. Engineers. His furlough extended from 
June 4 to Sept. 3. He was paid commutation from 
July 1 to Sept. 2, but alieges that the furlough certificate 
was forwarded to the Chief Commissary, Department of 
Columbia. This officer reports there is no record in 
his office that it had ever been received. Second Lieut. 
James A. Ulio. ist U.S. Inf., having vouched for the 
forwarding of Hefner’s furlough to the Chief Commis- 
sary, the Comptroller decides the claimant is entitled 
to commutation for the period June 4 to 30. 

Oliver H, Hastings, clerk, Med. Dept., at Large, is 
allowed reimbursement of money paid to the amount of 
$23.42 for packing and crating of his household goods 
for transnortation by the Quartermaster’s Department. 
The disallowance of the claim by the auditor of the 
War Department on the ground that Army Regulations 
do not include crating and packing is disaffirmed by the 
Comptroller. The Act of May 11, 1908, provides for 
transportation of baggage of the troops, “including the 
cost of packing and crating.” 

In the cases of Yeomen J. W. Goddard and A. B. 
Hamilton and Ordinary Seaman R. C. Brady, U.S.N., 
Comptroller Tracewell reaffirms his decision of Sept. 
18, 1909, that Navy mail clerks are entitled to pay 
from the date of their designation by the P.M.G., pro- 
vided they enter upon their postal duties on or prior 
to the date of their designation and each having taken 
the oath of office subsequent to designation, 

Comptroller Tracewell decides that the orders to 
Acting Asst. Surg. G. BE. Thomas, U.S.N., on board the 
U.S.S. Franklin, to take an insane patient to a hospital, 
the absence from the ship being for two days, did not 
operate to detach that officer from the Franklin, and 
consequently he is entitled to the same pay while per- 
forming the temporary duty on shore to which he ts 
entitled for serving on the Franklin. 

J. S. Hutchinson, late master of the U.S.S. Ajax, 
claimed $10 for subsistence for ten days required to 
settle his accounts after the shin went out of commis- 
sion, ‘The Comptroller affirms the disallowance by the 








Auditor, holding that subsistence pay is due only to 
men attached to a vessel in service. 

Lieut. Col. H. S. Haines, Assistant Adjutant and 
Inspector, U.S.M.C., claimed mileage from Sea Girt, 
N.J., to Washington, D.C., in accordance with orders 
directing him to proceed on the expiration of leave to 
Sea Girt. He was then at Beach Haven, N.J., on a 
thirty-day leave from his station at Washington. He 
was paid mileage from Beach Haven to Sea Girt. The 
auditor disallowed the claim on the ground that the 
distance from Sea Girt to Washington is not in exeess 
of that from Beach Haven to Washington, and upon the 
completion of his duty at Sea Girt the officer returned 
to a status of leave and was to return to his station 
at his own expense. The Comptroller sustains the dis- 
allowance, stating that the expiration of leave finds an 
officer, in legal contemplation, at his post, and that an 
officer on leave who is ordered to temporary duty away 
from his permanent station is entitled to mileage to the 
temporary station from the place where the orders 
reached him, but, if he subsequently travels to. his 
regular station, he is not entitled to mileage for the 
travel if not in excess of the travel from his place of 
leave to the regular station. 

Comptroller Tracewell overrules the decision of the 
auditor of the Navy Department disallowing the claim 
of Passed Asst. Paymr. B. D. McGee for pay from Aug. 
1 to Nov, 4, 1908, on the basis of more than ten years’ 
service, and allows the claimant the sum of $16.86. 

The Comptroller declines to change his decision in 
the case of the appeal of Richard H. Burroughs, clerk 
to Passed Asst. Paymr. W. D. Sharp, U.S.N., in re 
claim for pay for time consumed in travel to his home 
in the United States after detachment from the U.S.S. 
Relief in Philippine waters. 





COMMAND OF HOSPITAL SHIPS. 


Several months ago Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
asked the Attorney General for an opinion as to the 
legality of assigning a medical officer to the command 
of a hospital ship. Attorney General Wickersham has 
given the opinicn which follows, in which the President 
concurs : 

Department of Justice, Washington, Aug. 24, 1909. 
The Honorable the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sir—I am in receipt of your request for “an opinion 
of the Attorney General as to the legality of the assign- 
ment of a medical officer of the Navy to command a 
naval hospital ship.” 

The facts disclose that such ‘assignments have been 


made under regulations of the Secretary of the Navy, 
approved by the President, and the inquiry therefore 
raises merely the question as to the legality of these 
regulations, which have the force and effect of law, when 
not inconsistent therewith (21 Op. Atty. Gen., 46; ex 
parte Reed, 100 U.S., 22). This office cannot pass upon 
the merits of any controversy depending wholly upon 
the facts (21 Op. Atty, Gen., 73, 96, 174, 240, 255, 260, 
481, 594), nor can any opinion be rendered upon the 
practicability of rules and regulations which are ad- 
ministrative and entirely within the discretion of the 
head of the Navy Department (21 Op. Atty. Gen., 73). 
But. in order to secure a clear statement of the question 
of law involved, it is necessary to briefly review the 
chronological development of facts which finally led up 
to these regulations. 

A joint board of the Army and Navy medical officers, 
convened by the direction of the President under orders 
of Jan. 11, 1906, recommended, on Feb. 17, 1906, the 
construction of hospital ships for both the Army and 
Navy, the personnel for which should be as follows: 

Medical and Hospital Corps personnel for a ship of 200 
beds. Medical: One medical officer in command of ship; four 
medical officers to attend the patients. 

Hospital Corps: Non-commissioned officers, five; privates, 
thirty-five. Crews of ships: It is recommended that the crews 
of hospital ships be composed entirely of civilians. 

This recommendation was approved by the Secretary 
of War on April 27, 1906. It was referred by the 
Secretary of the Navy to the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Navy Department, where, on May 11, 1906, it 
was approved by the Surgeon General, Chief of that 
Bureau. It was also referred to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, where the whole recommendation was disapproved 
on Jan. 4, 1906. It was contended by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation that the construction of new 
hospita! ships was unnecessary; and to that part of the 
report recommending that medical officers be placed in 
command of such ships the Bureau expressly dissented, 
on the ground that it would be impracticable, dangerous 
and inimical to the Service and contrary to laws, regu- 
lations and customs of long standing. The matter was 
again referred to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
which Bureau, by endorsement of Sept. 24, 1906, again 
approved the recommendation of the board, and said, in 
part: 

* * * The Bureau concurs in the recommendation of 
the joint board that a medical officer should be placed in 
command of a hospital ship, but does not contemplate nor 
consider it advisable that such command should give him 
control of her navigation. * * * The absence of officers 
of the line would render a hospital ship more completely 
neutral. * - 

The medical officer in command is to receive all orders 
from the commander-in-chief or from the Department and to 
transmit them to the captain of the ship. His command 
should be absolute, the captain of the ship taking his direc- 
tions from the senior medical officer. The captain should 
not be a naval officer, but should belong to the merchant 
marine, and should have entire control of the navigation of 
the ship and of the civilian crew and regulate discipline and 
matters pertaining to them. The discipline of the medical 
branch should be in the hands of the medical officer in com- 
mand. * ¢ 

This endorsement referred to the enactment of the 
Geneva Convention of Aug. 22, 1864, and The Hague 
Conference of July 22, 1899, holding that military hos- 
pital ships should be considered neutral and exempt from 
capture. 

The papers were then referred back to the Bureau of 
Navigation for further comment, and that Bureau, on 
Sept. 27, 1906, declined to add anything to the first 
statement. Thereupon the Secretary of the Navy, on 
Dec. 12, 1906, made the following order: 

The Department, having carefully considered the original 
report and the several preceding indorsements, holds, with 
respect to the matters not covered by its fifth indorsement of 
June 14, 1906, as follows: 

First. It is expedient to have one hospital ship in cem- 
mission in time of peace, partly for the benefit of the per- 
sonnel. of the Atlantic Fleet, to which such ship should be 
attached, but mainly as a school for surgeons, nurses, and 
the Hospital Corps in peculiar duties they would be required 
to perform in time of war. When such a ship is provided, 
the Department holds that the space allotted to sick bays 
on our more recent battleships and armored -cruisers can be 
and ought to be materially reduced and employed for other 
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purposes. The Department does not deem it advisable under 
existing circumstances to construct a hospital ship, inasmuch 
as a vessel of this class is already in existence and can be 
commissioned. 

Second. The Department holds that such a ship, when in 
commission, should be treated as a floating hospital, a*2 as 
such placed under the command of a medical officer, her 
navigation being controlled by a competent sailiag master. 
In war time the entire crew should be, so far as possible, 
specially enlisted from civilians as men of the Hospital Corps, 
and for such time only as their services will probably be 
needed. In time of peace, the crew, except such as are en- 
gaged in hospital duties, could be organized substantially as 
is that of a naval auxiliary, but subject to the provisions 
above set forth as to the command. * * * 

Qn Nev. 6, 1907, the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
recommended that the hospital ship Relief be placed in 
commission, in accordance with the order of the Seere- 
tary of Dec. 12, 1906. On Nov. 18, 1907, the Bureau 
of Navigation approved the recommendation to place 
the Relief in commission, but protested against placing 
the ship under the command of a naval medical officer, 
and asked that the subject be reconsidered and the deci- 
sion of the Secretary, of Dec. 12, 1906, be reversed. 
On Dec. 23, 1907, the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery addressed two letters to the Bureaa of 
Navigation, recommending that Surg. C. F. Stokes, 
U.S.N., be ordered to duty at Mare Island, Cal., -in 
connection with outfitting the hospital ship Relief and 
to command of that vessel when she should be put in 
conunission. 

The contemporary orders of the Secretary of the Navy 
on the subject were: r 

Dec. 30, 1907, ordering Surgeon Stokes to duty with 
the Relief and to command of that vessel when in com- 
mission; Jan. 8 and 9, 1908, directing the commandant 
at Mare Island to place the Relief in commission as a 
naval auxiliary with merchant officers and crew and a 
naval surgeon in command, and reciting that the super- 
visor of naval auxiliaries had been directed to make 
the necessary arrangements respecting the merchant 
officers and crew of the vessel, and that the Bureau of 
Navigation would issue the necessary instructions rela- 
tive to the naval personnel of the vessel. 

The President approved these orders and the decision 
of Dec. 12, 1906, in a letter of Jan. 4, 1908, to the 
Secretary of the Navy, in which it was said that the 
orders were issued after full consideration of all reasons 
adduced for and against the proposition, that they were 
right. and therefore confirmed. As to the future, the 
President ordered : 

The hospital ships of the Navy will hereafter, unless other- 
wise directed by Congress, be placed under the control and 
command of medical officers of the Navy, their navigation 
being exclusively controlled by a competent sailing master 
having the complete responsibility for everything connected 


with the naviggation of the ship. 


Naval Regulations were made, issued and approved 
by the President and published for the government of 
the Navy as follows (Art. 37, par, 2 

A hospital ship may be commanded by a naval medical offi- 
cer not below the grade of surgeon. (Naval Reg., Ed. of 1909.) 

The law provides that such regulations, when so 
approved, shall be the regulations of the Navy (Sec. 
1547 R.S.), and they shall have the force of law when 
not inconsistent therewith. (21 Op. Atty. Gen. 46; 
Gratiot v. United States, 4 How., 80.) 

Prior to March 3, 1901, assignments to command of 
naval vessels were governed by Section 1535 R. S., and 
regulations made in accordance therewith. This section 
enacts: 

Vessels in actual service in time of peace, shall be officered 
and manned as the President may direct, subject to the pro- 
visions of Sec. 1529. 

Section 1529 provides that: ; 

The vessels of the Navy of the United States shall be 
divided into four classes, and shall be commanded as nearly 
as may be, as follows: 

First rates, by commodores; second rates, by captains; 
third rates, by commanders; fourth rates, by lieutenant com- 
manders. 

The rates were regriated by Section 1530, providing: 

Steamships of forty guns or more shall be classed as first 
rates, those of twenty guns and under forty as second rates, 
and all those of less than twenty guns as third rates. 

The position of staff officers during the same period, 
with regard to military command, was restricted by the 
acts of Aug. 5, 1854 (10 Stat. 587), and March 8, 1859 
(11 Stat. 407), now Section 1488 R.S., as follows: 

The relative rank given by the provisions of this chapter 
to officers of the Medical, Pay and Engineer Corps shall con- 
fer no authority to exercise military command. 

The act of March 3, 1899 (30 Stat. 1006) provides: 

* %* * ‘That all sections of the Revised Statutes which, 
in defining the rank of officers or positions in the Navy, con- 
tain the words ‘‘the relative rank of’’ are hereby amended 
so as to read ‘‘the rank of,’’ but officers whose rank is sc 
defined shall not be entitled, in virtue of their rank to com- 
mand in the line or in other staff corps. . 

Such was the law up to March 3, 1901, when Congress 
passed the act (31 Stat. 1133), declaring: 

That the President of the United States be, and he is here- 
by, authorized to establish, and from time to time modify, 
as the needs of the Service may require, a classification of 
vessels of the Navy, and to formulate appropriate rules gov- 
erning assignments to command of vessels and squadrons. 

The determining factor in the construction of this act 
is revealed when the same is compared with Section 
1585 R.S., which provides that vessels should be officered 
and manned as the President may direct, but his discre- 
tion in that regard was then positively restricted by the 
clause “subject to the provisions of Section 1529.” 

The act of March 3, 1901, is plainly intended to amend 
the previous statues on the subject, and is designed te 
allow the President to re-classify the vessels of the Navy 
that had theretofore been fixed by Section 1529 R.S., 
and to authorize him to assign the command of vessels, 
omitting all restrictions. He is by this act given the 
full power contemplated in that provision of the constitu- 
tion which makes him Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy. 

The first exercise of executive discretion and authority 
under this act was by President McKinley, who issued 
a general order on June 8, 1901, fixing the classification 
of vessels and assignments to command without regard 
to the requirements of Sections 1529, 1530 or 1535 R.S. 

The act of March 3, 1901, is not a continuance of 
authority, law, regulation or custom fixed by the Revised 
Statutes, but is a complete substitute for the same. 
The language of the section is clear and unambiguous, 
and I am unable to avoid the conclusion that it was 
enacted with a ‘full knowledge of conditions brought 
about by prior laws, and of the necessity of a new and 
elastic system by which the President could from time 
to time make such regulations as the necessities of the 
changing conditions in the Service should require. 

The President, and the Secretary acting by his 
authority and with his approval, proceeding in accord- 
ance with the discretion vested in his office by this act. 
have made regulations which are not inconsistent with 
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law, and there are adopted and published in the form 
prescribed by law. f 

In the consideration of the various statutes here in- 
volved it may be suggested that the act of March 3, 

901, does not expressly repeal prior laws on the sub- 
ject, and that section 1488 R.S., which declares that 
the relative rank given to officers of the Medical Corps 
shall not authorize them to “exercise military command,” 
and the act of March 3, 1899, which abolished the rela- 
tive rank, but provided that the actual rank conferred 
upon medical officers should not entitled them to “com- 
mand in the line or other staff corps,” are still in force. 
The answer to this is, first, that assuming the command 
of a hospital ship is a “military command,” these words 
in Section 1488 have been supplanted by the later act 
of March 3, 1899, which provides that medical officers 
shall not “command in the line or in other staff corps” ; 
and, second, that the command of a hospital ship by a 
medical officer is not a “command in the line or in 
other staff corps.” It is a command in the medical 
officer’s own staff corps, and, in their own staff corps, 
medical officers have always had a command. (Section 
1187, Navy Reg., 1905; Section 1104, Navy Reg., 1909.) 

In the orders of the Secretary of the Navy of Dec. 
12, 1906, it was provided that the command of the 
hospital ship shonld be given to a medical officer, the 
navigation to be controlled by a competent sailing master, 
and the crew to be enlisted as civilians. It was clearly 
not contemplated by these regulations or orders that 
there should be any line cficer or regularly enlisted man 
other than in the Hospital Corps as any part of the 
complement of the hospital ship. The medical officer 
in command, therefore, is given no command in the line 
of the Navy or in any other staff corps. 

I have, of course, refrained from entering into any 
discussion of the merits of this question: that is to 
say. whether a medical officer ought or ought not to be 
put in command of a hospital ship, but have merely 
answered the specific question submitted as to the 
legality under existing Jaws and regulations of such an 
assignment. The naval regulations, as heretofore shown, 
now provide for the command of hospital ships by a 
medica] officer not below the grade of surgeon. The 
orders preceding this regulation and the regulation itself 
were, in my opinion, issued and adopred in accordance 
with lew, and under this authority the Secretary of 
the Navy may now assign a medical officer not below 
the grade of surgeon to the command of a naval hospital 
shin. It may be added, however, that the regulations 
referred to may at any time be changed or modified by 
the President or by the Secretary of the Navy with the 
approval of the President.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Pacific Squadron of armored cruisers, headed by 
the flagship Tennessee, under command of Rear Admiral 
Sebree, sailed from Honolulu Oct. 5 on a cruise to the 
Philippines. The crews of the various ships made a 
record for good conduct while in Honolulu. Seven 
thousand sailors and marines received shore leave dur- 
ing the month’s stay of the ships, yet there was only 
one disturbance. Several men belonging to the different 
cruisers were left behind, and some are supposed to be 
on the steamer Lurline, bound for San Francisco. They 
will be arrested on their arrival there as deserters, a 
wireless message having been sent to the Lurline. 

An interesting regatta took place in the harbor of 
Honolulu on Sept. 18 between boat crews from the Pacific 
Cruiser Squadron. The results were as follows: The 
Tennessee won the steam launch race in a magnificent 
finish from the Colorado; the Tennessee also won the 
racing cutter race in a great burst of speed from the 
South Dakota; the California won the Service cutter 
race in a close finish of three-quarters of a length from 
the Washington. 

At a conference this week between Secretary Meyer, 
Chief Constructor Capps, Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, and Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. 
Cone, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, it 
was decided that the battleships Wyoming and Arkansas, 
for which contracts were recently awarded to the Cramps 
and New York Shipbuilding Company, are to have 
Parsons turbines. 

Following the close of the Hudson-Fulton celebration, 
the ships of the-Navy that participated return promptly 
to their home yards. On Monday, Oct. 4, the North 
Carolina and Montana went back to Norfolk, the New 
York to Boston and the Mississippi to League Island. 
The next day the Louisiana, Minnesota and Virginia 
sailed for Norfolk, the Idaho and Georgia for League 
Island, the Nebraska, Rhode Island and Ohio for New 
York, the New Jersey and Missouri for Boston, and the 
New Hampshire and Wisconsin for Portsmouth. On 
Saturdy, Oct. 9, the Connecticut returned to the New 
York Yard, the Kansas to League Island and tne Ver- 
mont to Boston. The vessels of the Atlantic Torpedo 
Flotilla and the torpedo fleet which participated in the 
Hudson-Fulton pageant were ordered to sail for the navy 
yard, Charleston, where they expect to arrive the latter 
part of the month. The supplyship Panther has been 
ordered to the New York Navy Yard as her home yard, 
instead of the Philadelphia Yard. The Paducah, now on 
the target grounds off Cape Cruz, Cuba, will go to the 
Portsmouth Yard, after completing target practice, for 
necessary repairs. About Dec. 1 the Michigan will 
relieve the Ohio in the Atlantic Fleet; about Jan. 1 
the South Carolina will relieve the Missouri, and about 
Feb. 1 the Delaware will relieve the Wisconsin and the 
North Dakota the New Jersey. No changes have taken 
place in the assignment of officers of the Michigan. It 
has been expected that Capt. Richard T. Mulligan, now 
on duty in the Bureau of Navigation, will have command 
of the South Carolina, but the matter has not been fully 
decided. It is also understood that Comdr. Augustus 
F. Fectheler, on duty with the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, will be given command of the Delaware. Lieut. 
Comdr. H. B. Price. of the Bureau of Ordnance, is 
likely to be made chief engineer of the Delaware. Comdr. 
John G. Quinby, now stationed at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard as equipment officer and in charge of the wireless 
stations in the Norfolk District, is under consideration 
for detail to the North Dakota. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Reid made a maximum 
speed of 34.548 knots, it is reported, on her trial on 
Oct. 6, on the Rockland, Me., course. These figures 
indicate that the Reid is nearly a knot faster than 
her sister destroyer, the Flusser, the record holder in 
her class. In-an unofficial builders’ trial’*the Reid 
covered.a mile at thé rate of 32.1 knots. a 

The U.S.S. Minnesota, Capt. W. S. Sims, received: a 
silver service of fifty-six pieces presented by the people of 





the state for which she is named, and also received a stand 
of four flags given by 50,000 children of Minneapolis, 
who each contributed one cent. The presentation was 
made at her anchorage in the Hudson River, off 145th 
street, New York city, Oct. 4. Captain Sims accepted 
the service on behalf of the Navy Department. Miss 
Rose’ Marie Schaller, daughter of State Senator Schaller, 
of. Minnesota, presented the silver service. Miss Schaller 
christened the Minnesota four years ago. After Miss 
Schaller ‘had received her three cheers and Commander 
Sims had accepted the service, O. C. Calhoun, of 
Minneapolis, presented the stand containing the American 
flag and the Infantry, Artillery and State flags. 

The U.S. collier Vestal was placed in service with a 
—* complement at the navy yard, New York, on 

ct. 4. 


For the third time advertisement will be made for 
bids for the construction of the large No. 4 drydock at 
the New York Navy Yard. The specifications are now 
being revised in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and 
it is expected that certain modifications will be made 
from those hitherto issued. The latest contract was 
held by the Williams Engineering and Contracting Com- 
pany, and amounted to $1,246,000. They made little 
progress, having struck- quicksand and been hindered by 
the seepage into the excavation of leakings from a 
Brooklyn sewér. The first contract, held by George B. 
Spearin, was canceled two years ago because of lack of 
progress. Spearin accomplished about fifteen per cent. 
of the work, and the Williams Company has completed 
about the same amount. A board, consisting of Civil 
Engrs. Homer R. Stanford, Leonard M. Cox and George 
A. McKay, has been appointed to survey and appraise 
the plant left in the Brooklyn vard by the Williams 
company. Government responsibility for the sewers af- 
fected by the dock excavation is regarded as the basis of 
the suit which it is expected the Wiliiams company will 
begin, as it is asserted that it was the flow from these 
sewers which originally caused the collapse of the ex- 
eavaticn walls, and that it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to ent them off or remeve them altogether. Of the 
appropriation for the dock $500,000 remains. The water 
in the dock is being kept down by the pumping plant. 

Bids will be onened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
on Oct. 16 for the Marine barracks to be constructed at 
the United States Naval Magazine at Hingham, Mass. 
Strangely, no bids were received when the first advertise- 
ment called for them last August. It is believed now 
that there will be several bidders. 

The Naval Medical School at Washington opened Oct. 
4 with nineteen acting assistant surgeons enrolled in 
the post-graduate class for the current year. 

Chief Boatswain’s Mate Frank R. Ritter, a member 
of the crew of the naval tug Nezinscot, which capsized 
during a storm some weeks ago off Cape Ann while en 
route from Portsmouth, N.H., to Boston, was found 
guilty by a G.C.M. at the Portsmouth Navy Yard of 
inefficient performance of his duty in connection with 
the rescue of his shipmates. He was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and to be dismissed from the 
Service. This sentence was approved on Oct. 4 by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Meyer. Several seamen and Assistant 
Surgeon ‘Trotter lost their lives in the disaster. 

The Navy Department on Oct. 2 awarded a medal of 
honor to John King, a water tender on the Salem, who 
was born in Ireland, but enlisted from New York. King 
was in charge of the feed water on the Salem at Hamp- 
ton Roads on Sept. 13 when an accident to one of the 
boilers occurred. His action in the emergency, the 
Department found, saved the vessel from a more 
serious accident. He not only manipulated the machinery 
so as to prevent a more serious accident, but rendered 
aid to others in peril at the risk of his life. In addition 
to the medal, King received a gratuity of $100. King 
received a medal for a similar act of heroism on the 
Vicksburg in 1901. In connection with the accident 
on the Salem, W. T. Bancroft has been sent a letter of 
commendation by the Secretary of the Navy, and George 
Damer, Thomas Davis, Charles E. Briggs, Michael M. 
O’Connell, William J. Guinee and James A. Ryan. all 
enlisted men, will be credited with meritorious conduct. 

The football team of the cruiser Milwaukee was de- 
feated Sept. 18 at Bremerton, Wash., on the marine 
grounds by the Lincoln High School eleven of Seattle 
by a score of 10 to 0.

Meantime the clerks were forced to patronize the ferry com- 
pany. Thy have now found a means by which they believe 
they can patronize launches and still live up to the law. 
They have incorporated the Solano Aquatic Club for the pur- 
pose of promoting yachting, motor boating and all aquatic 
sports; members to own their own boats or charter boats, and 
under this they will run boats to Mare Island, the real purpose 
for which the club has been incorporated. 

To-day Foreman Boilermaker Kavanagh, against whom 
charges of alleged inefficiency were preferred, was suspended 
from duty without pay until final action in his case is taken 
by the Navy Department. He was tried before a board con- 
sisting of Capt. John B. Milton, Lieut.

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WEST POINT. 
West Point, N.Y., Oct. 5, 1909. 

The cadets returned to the post between ten and eleven 
o'clock on Friday evening, having won laurels throughout the 
day in their march through New York city in the Hudson- 
Fulton military parade. The papers have been filled with ap- 
preciative comments on their appearance and bearing. 

All interest was centered on the river throughout Friday.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 7, 1909. 

With the smallest roster of midshipmen present at an open- 
ing for a number of years, the sixty-fourth academic year 
opened Thursday morning. The total number of midshipmen 
is 779, as compared to considerably over 800 when the insti- 
tution opened last season. The bigger part of the falling off 
is in the first class, which this year starts with only 147 
members. 

With the return of the three upper classes the fourth class 
battalion became merged into the regular brigade, which formed 
for the first time at dinner formation, with First Classman 
W. A. Hall as five-striper. 

Before all the upper classmen were back Thursday morning 
the plebe battalion, under command of its plebe four-striper, 
marched to the Oklahoma parade ground, headed by the 
Academy band. They passed in review before Captain Bowyer, 
who was accompanied by Captain Gove and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wurtsbaugh. During the summer the plebes have made 
quite a record. In academic and military work they are said 
to have been apt and quick. As athletes they have shown 
promise. With Prof. C. V. Cusachs as coach, the plebes have 
gotten together for their season of interclass and outside 
college games. The class squad met in recreation hall Thurs- 
day night and organized by the election of Midshipman Robin 
B. Dougherty as manager. The election of a captain was de- 
ferred until later. There will be three games on Saturday 
mornings with out-of-town institutions, in addition to the 
class championship on contests. In addition the management 
has. already closed with the Baltimore Polys for the annual 
Thanksgiving Day game at the Academy. 

An interesting little luncheon took place at the clubhouse 
of the bachelor officers Friday, when Superintendent Bowyer, 
Commandant Gove, Mr. George Sanderson, of Chicago, and 
Lieutenant Commander Wurtsbaugh, aide to the Superintend- 
ent, were the guests of honor. The affair followed the pre- 





sentation of a full set of silverware and linen to the officers’ 
mess by Mr. Sanderson and Mr. James Deering, of Chicago, 
both graduates of the Academy, who have entered civil life. 
Mr. Sanderson was president of the board of visitors last June, 
and is president of the class of 1871; in that capacity he pre- 


sented the sword offered annually by the class for general 
excellence in ordnance. While in Annapolis Mr. Sanderson 
was the guest of Captain Bowyer. 

Interest in the Anne Arundel Hunt Club, of Annapolis, or- 
ganized recently, is on the increase. 
Thursday night, the membership was increased to twenty-twv. 
Among these are a number of ladies of Annapolis and the 
Naval Academy. The meeting was held at the residence of 
Lieut. Comdr. George R. Marvell, the secretary and treasurer. 
The club has completed the erection of a set of modern kennels 
at the farm of Mr. Peter Aisquith, on South River, and already 
has the nucleus of a good pack of hounds.

The laws of the 
states also varies as to examinations. You would have to 
pass an exmining board before you were commissioned. The 
examination would include reading, writing, history, etc., 
and tactics. In New York the clothing and accoutrements 
would cost a second lieutenant about $200. 

C. J. W. asks: When is the 10th U.S. Infantry to go to 
the Islands? Answer: Probably in 1911.

HONOLULU NOTES. 


Honolulu, H.T., Sept. 21, 1909. 
The arrival of the armored cruisers at Honolulu, H.T., on 
Sept. 13 was coincident with the arrival of the Congressional 
committee to investigate the islands. The cruisers under 
command of Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree, as heretofore noted, 
iaade the 2,100-mile cruise from San Francisco in four 


days and seventeen hours, and the average speed maintained 
throughout the trip was 17.95 knots. The only serious ac- 
cident, which marred the cruise, occurred on Wednesday, 
when a boiler tube exploded, killing Ordinary Seaman OC. P. 
McDermott and Coal Passer L. M. Liptsky. The ships took 
on 20,000 tons of coal, and part of the time at Honolulu was 
devoted to maneuvering in Hawaiian waters, with the view 








to familiarizing the officers with the waterways of the terri- 
tory. Notwithstanding the early hour of arrival, a big crowd 
of people occupied every vantage point along the shore from 
Diamond Head to the naval wharves. 

As soon as the squadron dropped anchor Capt. Corwin P. 
Rees, U.S.N., commandant of the naval station, paid his 
official respects to Rear Admiral Sebree, and the latter re- 
turned the call. Just as soon as the official calls had been 
completed, the first liberty parties from the ships were al- 
lowed to go ashore. Admiral Sebree made a call on Major 
J. K. Cree, C.A.C., U.S.A., at Fort Ruger. 

Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree received aboard the flagship 
Tennessee on Sept. 16 the members of the Congressional 
delegation. The Admiral was assisted by Mrs. Sebree, the 
Admiral’s staff and all the captains of the fleet. Later the 
Admiral called on the Governor. 

Capt. Corwin P. Rees, U.S.N., commandant of the naval 
station, and Mrs. Rees, held a reception from 4 to 6 o'clock 
Sept. 18 in the garden of the Pleasanton, where Admiral 
Uriel Sebree, U.S.N., commander-in-chief; Admiral Barry 
and the officers of the Pacific Fleet, were met by Honolulu 
society. The reception was one of the most attractive gar- 
den parties of the season, for it was an occasion when dis- 
tinguished men of the Navy and pretty women, wearing 
handsome gowns, were on parade. Like all of the recep- 
tions of Capt. and Mrs. Rees, this function was distinguished 
by the informality of the greetings and the geniality of 
host and hostess, ; 

Under a giant monkeypod tree Capt. and Mrs. Rees re- 
ceived the guests, Admiral and Mrs. Sebree, Admiral Barry 
and Mrs. Walter F. Frear also being in the line. Mrs. Rees 
wore a beautiful lingerie gown over lavender, with picture 
hat trimmed in the same hue. Mrs. Sebree’s gown was an 
Irish point embroidered creation. Mrs. Frear wore a pretty 
white frock. 

Mr. Walter F. Dillingham and Lieutenant Holmes, U.S.N., 
Admiral Sebree’s aide, introduced the guests to those in 
the receiving line. Mrs, Rees was assisted by a number of 
ladies who served at the punch and coffee tables, or mingled 
with the guests to introduce them.
